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THE STATUS OF THE BUILDER 


HE new membership and examination structure of the Institute of Builders 
envisages far-reaching changes in the Institute’s affairs. Critics in recent 
years have condemned Institute policy on two main grounds: first, that it was 
undemocratic in that the bulk of its examined membership had no say in the 
conduct of affairs; second, that its examination structure, and particularly that 
part which had to do with the admission of candidates to the examinations, was 
not clear either to heads of technical schools or to those who wished to take the 
test. Rather over two years ago, the Institute’s council set up an organisation 
committee to examine these matters, to advise upon the changes considered 
necessary and upon their implementation. The results of the committee’s 
work, printed on page 107 of this issue, have in principle been unanimously 
accepted by the Council and go to the membership for adoption next year. 


To broaden the base of representation, the somewhat complicated present 
structure by which only Fellows and Members are entitled to vote at general 
meetings, leaving some 1,600 Associate Members, Associates and Licentiates 
without means of making their views known, is to be scrapped; it will be replaced 
by a simplified ‘ladder’ by which the Student on the lowest rung will proceed 
by means of an intermediate examination to Graduate status, after which a 
two-part Final examination will secure Associateship. All Associates, together 
with the Fellowship class to be retained, will be entitled to vote; thus corporate 
membership will eventually be opened to all examined members, and the ano- 
maly which has seen the greater part of the examined membership disfranchised 
will be ended. From now on, progress in membership to the highest class 
will be dependent upon skill and ability, irrespective of the extent or otherwise 
of financial holding in a building business. This is a step forward indeed. 


Of greatest interest to the heads of technical schools, however, will be the 
new proposals for the examination structure. The Licentiate and Associate 
Diploma examinations will continue to be offered for a time but, following due 
notice, they will be replaced by an Intermediate and a Final examination, 
the latter being in two parts. Subject to further investigation, the content of 
the examinations will be: Intermediate; basic technological subjects. Final 
(part 1): technological subjects; (part 2): management subjects. It is envisaged ~ 
that the time taken to advance from Studentship at 17 to Associateship will be 
about seven years. The scheme provides, however, for the entry at an appro- 
priate point on the ladder of young men with University or technological 
qualifications, as also, in appropriate cases, for exemption from some parts of 
the examinations on a ‘subject for subject’ basis. 


Two new classes of non-corporate membership embrace foremen and Affili- 
ates, the latter being persons of not less than 45 who are practising a profes- 
sion or trade allied to building. Provision is made for the foremanship class to 
reach, by examination, the highest rungs of the Institute ladder. 


The proposals outlined will be in the hands of the Institute membership 
during the present week; and it will be surprising if in general they be not com- 
mended. Undoubtedly there will be some minor points to adjust, but the main 
lines are those along which progress may be expected. One point in the 
scheme we especially hope may be worked out: that the examination structure 
may be so adjusted as to fall in parallel with the RIBA and RICS examinations, 
both in regard to the time structure and, possibly, with regard to the content of 
syllabus in the initial years. The Institute’s aim, to raise the status of the builder 
to that of the recognised professions, can be helped immeasurably if building 
education comes into line with the professions, always, it must be hoped, with 
the idea of a National College of Technology in mind. The patronage 
extended this week to the Institute by HRH the Duke of Edinburgh, who has 
accepted Honorary Fellowship must bring this project nearer. 
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PLANNING APPEALS 


é Minister of Housing and Local Government has the responsibility of 
deciding over 5,000 planning appeals a year. In numbers alone this is a 
formidable task, but it is even more formidable because of the importance of 
many of these appeals to the life of this country. Some of them concern 
industrial projects of considerable importance in maintaining our standards 
of living and our export trade. Others touch on such important matters as 
housebuilding schemes of various kinds, and the building of ofiices and hotels; 
in each appeal many thousands of pounds may be at stake quite apart from the 
importance of the particular scheme to the social and economic welfare of the 
community. At the other end of the scale are minor changes of use, adver- 
tisement displays, etc. ; individually, these appeals may be relatively unimportant, 
but the cumulative effect of the Minister’s decisions may be considerable. 

In deciding these cases, the Minister is not acting as a court of law proceeding 
from precedent to precedent. The Minister’s function is to decide whether a 
particular proposal is desirable in the public interest. His decision will essenti- 
ally be one of policy, and it will be made in accordance with his ideas of what 
the public interest requires. He will have to say, for instance, whether it is 
more important to have houses in a particular spot or whether it is more 
important that the land should be preserved for agriculture or as green belt. 

This kind of decision involves considerable pitfalls. On the one hand, the 
decision ought not to be made in accordance with hard and fast rules. It 
would be easy to act on slogans such as ‘No building in green belts’ or “Sweep 
away the clutter of advertising.” The Ministry could no doubt court some 
easy popularity in certain quarters by acting in this way, but would not necess- 
arily serve the interests of good planning. To their credit, the Ministry have 
throughout the last ten years seen the necessity of considering each case on its 
merits. On the other hand, the Ministry must have some policies. If there are 
to be green belts, for instance, there must be some general restriction on building 
in the areas concerned. In the result, therefore, each case must be decided on 
its merits within a framework of general policies. 

Wisely, the Ministry have always taken pains to explain their policies to local 
authorities, prospective developers and others concerned with town and country 
planning. Various media have been used—circulars sent to local authorities 
and put on sale to the public; handbooks; public speeches by the Minister 
himself or his senior officials; and the bulletins of selected appeal decisions. 

: The latest of these bulletins —No. XIII—summarises some 42 decisions given 
in 1957/8. This is such a small proportion of the total number of appeals 
that it must have been difficult to know what to include, and it is not clear on 
what principle, if any, the choice has been made. There are some interesting 
decisions on building in green belts and areas of outstanding beauty, but the 
cases seem hardly typical; the emphasis seems to be on exceptional cases. So 
too, with decisions on design; the Ministry’s policy has been not to interfere 
with architectural freedom (and Mr. Brooke emphasised this in strong terms 
at the RIBA recently) but one would not suppose so from the selection of cases 
in the bulletin. When one turns, however, to the decisions on some other cases 
—e.g., petrol stations —the choice is more balanced. 

In short, bulletin No. XIII is full of useful information to those who are in a 
position to relate it to the general trend of ministerial policy. In the hands of 
others, however, it may be misleading. There is certainly a place for bulletins 
of selected appeal decisions, but the Ministry should carefully consider their 
form and content.

(THE talk on ‘The Competition of 
Ideas at the Brussels Exhibition,’ 
given by Mr. James Gardner, OBE, 
RDI, on July 9 to an audience of mem- 
bers of the Society of Industrial Artists 
and the Art Workers’ Guild, was one ol 
the best of the open meetings which the 
Guild has arranged. Mr. Gardner, less

School Building in Essex 


Over 200 new schools have been built 
by Essex County Council since the end of 
the war. During the year May 1, 1957 
to April 30, 1958, 40 new ones or major 
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extensions were completed and handed 
over for use, giving 14,240 new places, 
excluding further education accommo- 
dation. They include junior, infants, 
primary, secondary, grammar and techni- 
cal schools, almost 4,000 of the new 
places being in technical or grammar 
schools, while behind these the new tech- 
nical colleges are being rapidly completed 
to cater for more advanced study. 

Half of the schools completed during 
the year were designed by Mr. Harold 
Conolly, CBE, FRIBA, the County 
Architect, and half by private architects 
in association with him. Some 77 well- 
reproduced photographic illustrations in 
the fourth Special Building Supplement to 
* Essex Education’ give an excellent idea 
of their architectural quality.

SOME COMMENTS ON ITS RESTORATION 


By J. FLETCHER WATSON, ARIBA 


O* a recent visit to Colchester I looked at what is being 
done by the Corporation in the way of repairs, etc., 
to houses in rather a slummy part of the town. 
Much was my surprise when I found that considerably 
more than simply repair work has been going on under the 





supervision of the Borough Engineer’s Department. The 
work has been so well carried out that I feel it deserves 
a word of praise. It is also of importance to note that 
a city like Colchester has decided that it is worth while 
saving old cottages and dwellings that were actually on the 
condemned list. So many town councils are all too ready 
to pull down and demolish old houses that with a little care 
could be saved, and one feels that the Colchester example 
should be given the widest possible publicity. 

The part of the town where operations have been going 
on is in East and West Stcckwell-streets and other adjacent 
roads, the district being known as the Old Dutch Quarter. 
Weavers from Flanders and Holland were known to have 
lived in these houses from the 15th century onwards and the 
buildings have a distinctly Dutch flavour. They do not have 
the curved Dutch gables seen so often in parts of Norfolk. 
but they had the bright colouring on woodwork, beams. brackets 


and door frames which is a characteristic feature. Some of 
the timber which was scraped revealed distinct signs of original 
greens, blues and reds. 

From this historical knowledge the Corporation decided to 
make their restorations as much in keeping with the original 
state of the buildings as possible. They obtained the advice 
of the Colchester Preservation Society and of Lt.-Col. B. C. G. 
Shore whose knowledge of medieval work was of the utmost 
assistance and encouragement. Col. Shore is, of course, well 
known as an adviser to the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings and also to the Ancient Monuments Society. 

The upper photographs show ‘before’ and ‘after’ repair 
work to a group of houses in West Stockwell-street; sash win- 
dows have had proper glazing bars added, a new overhanging 
gable is introduced and front doors are modern flush type, 
but eminently suitable, and how much better than a ‘Ye Olde’ 
imitation oak door. Walls are rendered in lime mortar with 
wood float finish and colour plays an important part. Window 
frames and glazing bars are painted bright red and the fascia 
boards a brilliant green, using paints which | gather were sup- 
plied by Sir W. A. Rose and Co., Ltd. Col. Shore insists that 
these are typical colours in original use by the Dutch settlers 
and that walls were always white externally. The lower pair 
of photographs show ‘before’ and ‘after’ treatment to another 
group in West Stockwell-street, and similar colours prevail. 

I would not disagree with Col. Shore about the correctness 
of this matter, but I must admit to being slightly out of sympathy 
with the rather crude colour scheme. I do not think it is 
essential for us to be slaves to tradition as far as colour is 
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concerned, but my protest is a mild one. The great thing is that 
the buildings have been saved, and well saved at that, and, 


what is more, without an architect ! 


The houses have been excellently re-planned, in most cases 
the living-room having a dining recess and large hatch or even a 
counter dividing the kitchen—in fact, open planning with some- 
times the staircase leading out of the living-room. Tenants are 
reported to be delighted with these rejuvenated old dwellings 
at a council house rent, and are !':eginning to say, ‘We like old 
buildings after all.’ All modern services and fittings are, of course, 
provided. I was not altogether happy about glass brick parti- 
tions in some of the rooms giving borrowed light, but again, 


this is a minor criticism. 


CORRESPONDENCE 
Building’s Future Structure 
To the Editor of The Builder 
QIR,—I read with interest the paper 

' given by Mr. D. M. Jeffreys at the 
RICS Conference at Exeter (your issue 
of July 11) and am in complete agree- 
ment with his remarks. What is now 
required is a summary of these and other 
similar remarks, in order that we can 
take advantage of the experience gained 
by others who now see the red light, for 
no alteration will take place in the present 
method of contracting unless changes car 
be made, something that can only come 
about through a completely different 
Form of Contract to that now in exist- 
ence. 

I would suggest that we should have a 
Form of Contract that will incorporate the 
best methods in this country and the best 
methods in the USA, a system in which bills 
of quantities would be prepared for the 
preparation of the tender and their accuracy 
would be guaranteed by the quantity sur- 
veyor. Such bills would not form part of 
the contract, the latter consisting of drawings 
and the bills of quantities amended to a 
specification. 

Should variations occur (and they always 
will), variation orders would be issued and 
accepted as instructions only when they are 
priced by the quantity surveyor, who would 
use the original schedule of prices plus 100 
per cent. The reason for the high surcharge 
is to give the architect sufficient power to 
convince the client that it is completely 
uneconomic for him to alter the architect’s 
design in any way. 

Difficulties will arise for the architect in 
being called on to produce the full quantity 
of drawings for the particular contract at 
tender stage: this can be overcome (as is 
often done already) by the loan of architec- 
tural staff from one architect to another. 
Consultants are introduced at an early date; 
the whole of the services are planned at the 
same time as the building, and drawings are 
available for these services in their complete 
state at the time of tender. 

Further advantages of this system are that 
the architect’s assistants remain on the par- 
ticular job continually until it is finalised, 
thereby saving considerable time in stopping 
and starting. The quantity surveyor is 
engaged, as he should be, in preparing 
quantities, not in trying to analyse the archi- 
tect’s instructions and spending 50 per cent. 
of his time preparing final accounts. The 
building owner knows at all times his 
financial position, the contractor presents 
his final account within seven days of the 
completion of the work on site, and payment 
is made to him immediately, in accordance 
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The Norwich City Council have done similar work in Elm 
Hill, and the Mayor of Colchester acknowledged to me that 
they had received inspiration from Norwich. At Elm Hill the 
City architect has let himself go on colour in a different way. 
Woodwork is always white or black, but walls are a splendid 
collection of pastel yellows, pinks and greens and, Dutch or not 
Dutch, they give a very gay and pleasing effect. 


May the Colchester Corporation be congratulated and especi- 
ally Mr. Rapier, the Building Superintendent, who has seen and 
is seeing the jobs through. They have been encouraged with the 
first successes and I was glad to learn that many more houses 


are scheduled for, not demolition but reconditioning. 


with the terms of the contract, not several 
years later as is frequently the case to-day, 
when considerable charges have been incur- 
red through bank loans, etc. 

I have had experience of the type of con- 
tract suggested, and it works extremely well, 
and will, in my opinion, compete with the 
contractor envisaged by Mr. Jeffreys, who 
foresees that—failing some action such as I 
have suggested—the future of the industry is 
with the contractor who employs his own 
architectural staff and presents buildings in 
a complete form as a going concern.

Advanced Building Technology 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR, ~The interesting report of the 
annual meeting of the Yorkshire 
Education Association for the Building 
Industry (your issue of July 11) indicates 
the extremely valuable work which is 
done by that Association. The heading 
and the reference in it to the comment 
by Mr. Harry S. Oddie, President of the 
Institute of Builders, about a National 
College of Technology, however, may be 
misleading. I think this reference should 
be corrected because it obviously refers 
to the proposal for a College of Advanced 
Building Technology in Central London. 
Whilst welcoming such an idea, I believe 
care should be taken to avoid any suggestion 
that such a college would be * National.’

Quite simply, Mr. Howells claims certain 
privileges for his particular members. * Of 
venerable age—Provided with a full service 

Represented everywhere that matters.’ In 
fact, the National Federation is the be-all 
and end-all of organisation so far as all 
employers connected with the industry need 
be concerned. As a conclusion, of course, 
this is nonsense, otherwise no other organisa- 
tions would even have been called into 
being, and would certainly not have attained 
substantial membership. The actual num- 
ber of building firms who are paid-up mem- 
bers of the National Federation is open to 
speculation. No definite figures are pub- 
lished. The President of the Painting Con- 
tractors’ Federation recently voiced a doubt 
whether the numbers actually exceed six 
thousand! The plain facts of the matter are 
that the National Federation is clinging 
and perhaps a little desperately—to a 
position which arises solely from a self- 
assumed privilege. 

In his remarks, the President of the 
NFBTE added that ‘his Federation had no 
objection whatsoever to any building 
employer being taken into account in formu- 
lating its policy * etc. A request for 
this self-same form of consultation from the

which would not appear empty during a normal Sunday 
service with an attendance of 50 to 80 persons, and yet 
provide space for up to 300 people during Christmas and 
Easter services. This has been achieved by sliding-folding 
doors to the reading room and between the balcony canteen 
and the two-storey-high church hall. 


There are various activities provided for, such as a 
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canteen service, reading room, library, concerts, films, 
television, billiards and table tennis. In addition, a Finnish 
steam bath (Sauna) has been installed in the basement. 
Some of these activities can take place at the same time in 
separate rooms, but the majority of these rooms can be 
thrown open to achieve a sense of space on festive occasions. 
; The second floor, with the exception of one games room, 
is given to living quarters for the parson and his assistant. 


The construction consists of reinforced concrete frame 
with Stahlton prestressed hollow tile floors. Walls are 
brick infilling panels faced with 4 in. Portland stone, and 
the church tower is in reinforced concrete with slate 
hanging on timber battens. Blue engineering bricks are 
used for the plinth and the vestry. 





Windows are metal, the upper floor windows are housed 
in hardwood sub-frames. Floors are either wood block, 
cork or lino tile. The heating system is mainly one of 
radiators, but in the church hall warm air is circulated by 
fans. 


The cost is in the region of £66,000, which works out 
at 7s. 8d. per cu. ft., and the building was completed in 
approximately 14 months.

HIS house, which was built at Wight- 
wick Bank, Wolverhampton, for the 
managing director of the general con- 
tractors, is a prototype of the modular 
system of construction developed by the 
firm in conjunction with the architects 
and is based on methods used with success 
in the USA. 

The house has an area of 1,600 sq. ft. 
The entrance hall, which has double glass 
doors, leads directly on to the dining area. 
One wall of this area consists of fitted 
cupboards and drawers which can also 
open into the kitchen. Beyond the kitchen 
is a utility room for the washing machine, 
etc. The main room is 24 ft. by 16 ft. and 
has a fireplace designed by the architects 
and set in a rustic brick wall. There is a 
double bedroom opposite to a single room 
and the master bedroom which runs across 
the width of the house is fitted with a 
shower and wash-basin. The bathroom is 
luxurious and the central heating is run 
through the bottom of the bath. The 
steep slope of the site enabled a_ base- 
ment ‘rumpus’ room to be built beneath 
the main living room. This also houses 
the central heating plant. 

The construction is non-traditional in 
that the inside walls give no support to the 
roof structure. Where the modular panels 


‘ occur the load is carried by either an 


independent stanchion or a storey-post 
jointed between the window members. 


| The inner skin consists of foamed con- 
: crete blocks and the lounge floor is chip- 


board. The roof is insulated with reflective 
foil and fibreglass and the damp-proof 
membrane in the basement retaining wall 
is a polythene sheet. Floor tiles have been 
laid in the kitchen and the basement; 
elsewhere fitted carpets are laid on the 
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concrete which includes a polythene vapour 
barrier. 

The modular system: Based on a 4-ft. 
planning module which is carried out 
throughout the design and includes all 
cupboards, doors, windows, etc., the 
system has been developed by the archi- 
tects and the builders in an attempt to 
combine variety and standardisation. Each 
unit is interchangeable and the client can 
choose any combination that is practical. 
By reducing the number of components 
in the house to a sum of the 4 ft. sections 
it should be possible to mass produce, in a 
factory, almost all the parts needed for the 
houses, although the client still has a very 
wide choice in the design. This standard- 
isation will, it is hoped, enable builders to 
produce individual well-designed homes 
at a cost which will compare with the usual 
‘spec’ builder’s prices and which will have 
much better amenities and accommodation. 

All the standard units are costed and 
wastage is kept to a minimum. This enables 
a fixed price to be arrived at with very 
little trouble. The client pays only this 
fixed price irrespective of any unexpected 
difficulties or variations in the cost of 
materials or labour. 

There is a standard fee of £50 which 
includes the preparation of all plans, etc., 
by the architects and the quotation of the 
fixed price arrived at. Plans are also 
submitted for planning approval. The 
client may drop the scheme at this stage. 
If work goes ahead the builders consider 
that the house should be ready in about 
four months. There will be no other 
fees unless the client should ask for 
variations which would mean a small 
supplementary fee. 

The scheme is said to be suitable for 
any site as long as it is around 45 ft. 
by 120 ft., and there are variations avail- 
able for use on sloping or flat sites. The 
architects have prepared a number of 
basic plans for living-room and bedroom 
wings, any of which can be combined to 
produce a number of whole house plans. 
They have also designed linking units 
for split level or two-storey houses. 
There are a number of standard facing 
panels designed to be interchangeable, 
which give variety to the elevational treat- 

ment. Although all these plans, etc., 
shown here are standard, they are only 
a few of the designs it is possible to pro- 
duce using the basic 4-ft. module.

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PRODUCTIVITY 
AND PRICES 


‘The Builder’ Quarterly 
Analysis of Trends 


Specially prepared for ‘The Builder’ 
by Professor C. F. Carter, Professor 
of Applied Economics, the Queen’s 
University, Belfast, and a former 
member of the Girdwood Com- 
mittee on the Cost of Housing, from 
statistics kindly supplied by the Min- 
istry of Works (Statistical branch). 


HE news shown in our tables and charts 
this quarter is that very little change 
has recently occurred in the overall 
position of the industry. Output fell in 
the first quarter of 1958, but by no more 
than its usual seasonal change; there was a 
sharp decline in new housing work, but 
only a small decline for new work of other 
kinds—which suggests that the underlying 
trend, for non-housing work, may still be 
gently upwards. 

Net output per man-month remained 
at the ievel which it reached at the begin- 
ning of 1957—a conclusion which is valid 
for each of the three sections of the industry 
distinguished in Table A. House con- 
struction for private owners is holding up 
(but not advancing); work for local 
authorities is, as expected, falling quite 
steeply, and the number of houses com- 
menced in the first quarter of 1958 on 
local authority account was only 78 per 
cent. of the number a year earlier. 

The progress of factory building con- 
tinues to be obscured by the lateness of 
the statistics, but the trend is perhaps 
slightly downwards by now; in April the 
number of workers employed on new 
industrial building had fallen by 16,000 
below the late-1956 peak of 152,000. 
‘Other new work’ for public authorities 
(which would include road work and rail- 
way construction) shows a moderate up- 
ward tendency. 

Mr. Venning’s chart, published in The 
Builder of July 4, suggests that building 
costs have not only reached a similar 
stability, but have been stable since the 
middle of 1956. The Ministry of Works’ 
estimates most closely comparable, those 
for new non-housing work, show stability 
only since the middle of 1957; the index 
rises by 5 per cent. between mid-1956 and 
mid-1957. The difference may be partly 
due to the wider coverage of the Ministry 
of Works’ estimates, but it may also reflect 
a paring of profit margins which in this 
industry is not easy to confirm until a 
considerable time has elapsed. Mr. Ven- 
ning’s figures are based on ‘actual tenders 
for the normal run of building contracts,’ 
and it would not be surprising if the 
Ministry of Works figures have ultimately 
to be revised downwards. 

It is agreed, however, that no great 
change in building costs has taken place 
during the last year. The wage increase 
made from June 23, amounting to about 
2 per cent., might be expected to increase 
the price indices by about | per cent., but

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this also may be offset or absorbed by 
changes in productivity. In judging future 
prospects, account must first be taken of 
the considerable relaxation of credit con- 
ditions announced by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on July 3. Will this stimulate 
new construction, or is money becoming 
easier at a point at which industry’s 
willingness to use it is declining ? 

My own guess is that, as soon as the 
signs of recovery in the United States 
are unmistakable, there may be a moder- 
ate increase in industrial and other con- 
struction plans, but that it will be some time 
before the plans are reflected in the load 
of work of the building industry. In other 
words, I doubt if there are large numbers of 
building plans ready to be released and 
brought into operation quickly on a 
change in credit conditions. 

The advantage in materials prices gained 
from the general fall in commodity prices 
is probably near its end; with signs of 
recovery in the United States the price 
trends for non-ferrous metals (for instance) 
are likely to be upwards. But home 
demand appears to be weaker, and there is 
no reason to fear an early upsurge in home 
costs. The common-sense conclusion, there- 
fore, is that building prices will be stable 
to the end of 1958 or early in 1959. Bear- 
ing in mind past errors, it is best not to let 
prophesy range further; but it would 
certainly not be surprising if the inflation 
of costs and prices were renewed in 1959.

_ rapid growth and development of Swindon 

as an industrial and overspill area has made 
the facilities of the present college, housed in a 
Victorian building and situated in  Victoria- 
road, quite inadequate for present demands. 
Accordingly a scheme, estimated to cost £380,000, 
is expected to start in September of this year. 
The existing buildings are retained and linked 
to a new six-storey block, with a large area of 
single-storey workshops and provision for further 
extensions in the future. 

The six-storey block is a ‘sandwich’ type 
plan, which consists of ordinary teaching rooms 
on one floor with a central corridor, alternating 
with laboratories and other practical rooms 
without a corridor, circulation being confined to 
the two stairs.

hour, and the colour schemes in this 
area were selected with great care. The 
direct viewing of the patients under 
treatment was achieved by specially 
designed windows comprising 24 sheets 
of plate glass separated by paraffin. 

The wards were designed in four-bed 
and single-bed pattern, grouped round a 
nurses’ station, with toilet facilities artifici- 
ally ventilated and dispersed throughout 
the building. By the addition of two day- 
rooms on each floor the patients enjoy the 
facilities of television or quiet reading. 
The lighting of the wards was the subject 
of much study so that ceiling lights were 
avoided and night lights were provided at a 
level to avoid disturbing patients. Each 
patient has his own wardrobe and bed- 
side cabinet with the facilities of radio 
provided by earphones or pillow-phones. 
Piped gases are installed to wards and the 
theatre suite. An indicator system to 
enable the patients to call the nurse is 
provided in every case and is transmitted 
to the nurses’ station and in addition an 
audible call system is provided for staff. 

The northmost wing of the building 
contains the department of bio-chemistry 
research, the radium operating theatre 
suite, and radio-active working areas 
where special precautions were taken. In 
the low voltage treatment areas special 
protective measures are taken by the use 
of lead plymax for walls and lead sheet 
inserted in the floors. A red warning light 
at each door enables the staff to know when 
the machines are working. 

Dining rooms for the staff are situated 
at roof level where advantage can be 
taken of the magnificent views to the 
south. 

The materials used in construction were 
selected with care and will, it is hoped, 
retain their qualities over the years. 
Gables were faced with Blaxter stone 
and the panel infill between windows was 
Broughton Moor Green Slate. In selected 
areas there is mahogany vertical boarding 
whilst a plum-coloured brick was selected 
in sympathy with surrounding buildings. 
It is to be regretted that no finance was 
available for sculpture, although this was 
included in the original conception.

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News of the Week 
Hatfield Inquiry Findings 
({RITICISM of the architect and con- 

~ tractors is made by Mr. Michael 
Rowe, QC, in his report on the inquiry 
he held into the causes of damage to the 
roofs of houses at Hatfield New Town 
during a gale in November last year, 
which was published on July 15 (HMSO, 
price Is.). 

He says that the major causes of the 
damage to the roofs were ‘the archi- 
tect’s failure to communicate to the 
contractors his intentions as to the 
anchorage of the roofs, and his failure 
to see that his intentions were carried 
out, coupied with the contractors’ 
deliberate departure from the architect’s 
drawings, in order to cope with a position 
mainly attributable to their own in- 
accuracies in construction. 

“It would be fair to the architect,’ he 
said, ‘to add that the clerk of works 
ought to have realised that the design 
was not being carried out, and ought to 
have told him so. But the failures of 
the clerk of works cannot in my opinion 
excuse the major faults of the con- 
tractors (who have to bear any faults 
of their sub-contractors) or of the 
architect (who cannot excuse himself by 
reason of any faults of the clerk of 
works or of his assistants).’ 

He states that the contractors ‘ gravely 
failed in their duty to the architect in not 
telling him that they were proposing to 
abandon his design because they had 
found it impossible to carry out. And 
this failure cannot in my view be ex- 
cused either on the ground that the 
architect or the clerk of works must 
have seen, or should have seen, what was 
being done, or that the contractors had 
no idea that the departure from design 
‘was as important as in fact it was.’ 

Mr. HENRY BrooKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, an- 
nouncing the publication of the report 
in the House of Commons on July 15, 
gave an assurance that the cost * what- 
ever it might be, resulting from this 
disaster, will not have to be met by the 
house tenants of the corporation by way 
of increased rents.’ 


RIBA Hon. Officers 


BEFORE proceeding to the appointment 
of Honorary Officers, the RIBA Coun- 
cil at its meeting on July 8 fully dis- 
cussed the resolution passed at the annual 
general meeting which asked that steps 
be taken to restrict the appointments 
to those who had been elected as mem- 
bers of Council. It was recalled that 
this matter had been referred to the Com- 
mittee being set up to consider all aspects 
of the constitution and it was thought 
that until they had reported no radical 
change in principle should be made. 

Under the provisions of by-law 28 (and 
as printed in our last issue), Mr. Norman 
H. Fowler as chairman of the Allied 
Societies Conference, becomes a vice- 
president for the session. Mr. A. G. 
Sheppard Fidler and the Hon. Lionel 
Brett were appointed vice-presidents, and 
Mr. J. H. Forshaw was re-appointed a 
vice-president for a second year of office.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From ‘ The Builder’ of July 17, 1858 


WHITYNGTON, LORD MAYOR OF LONDON. 
—So far from being obscure or of poor 
parentage, or a barelegged boy, Sir 
Richard’s father was a man of title, an 
honour not so lavishly bestowed as in the 
present day. Sir Richard was the son of 
Sir William Whityngton and Dame Joan, 
his wife. 

When Whityngton was yet a boy, the 
burning of coal was considered such a 
public nuisance that it was prohibited by 
Act of Parliament under pain of death, 
but it is singular enough that by the time 
he had been thrice Lord Mayor of 
London, 1418, the importation of coal 
formed a considerable branch of the 
commerce of the Thames.

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Control of Construction of London Buildings 
LCC ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORTS 


The Advisory Committee set up by decisions of the London County Council’s 
Town Planning Committee early in 1957 to consider and advise whether the present 
system of control of the construction of buildings in London under the London 
Building Acts and the constructional by-laws needed alteration to meet the needs 
of modern building methods and techniques, has now reported. Its findings now 
follow, summarised as recommendations. The Committee was to have regard to 
the protection of the interests of the public, in particular to the powers and duties 
of district surveyors and the rights of appeal available to those responsible for 
building operations. The Committee of 20 members was presided over by Mr. 


Reginald Stamp. 


SYSTEM OF CONTROL. — (a) That the 
present system by which the control of 
construction of buildings in London is 
exercised under the London Building 
Acts, 1930-1939, and the by-laws there- 
under, should be generally retained. 


CLOSER ASSIMILATION OF LONDON 
By-Laws TO THE NATIONAL CopE.—({b) 
That, at the next review of the construc- 
tional by-laws, a general amendment 
should be made, with the object of bring- 
ing the by-laws more into line with the 
functional principle of the English and 
Scottish model by-laws, in the form of 
informative headings to be included in 
each part of the by-laws which should 
state the intention of the by-laws in that 
part and that the subsequent by-laws 
within each part be also reviewed having 
in mind the functional principle; and 
that the London by-laws be always re- 
considered when the by-laws for the rest 
of the country are revised. 


CHANGES IN ADMINISTRATIVE PRO- 
CEDURES.—(c) That amending legislation 
should be promoted to enable any 
developer wishing to apply for consent 
to the erection of a building to have the 
option of submitting detailed plans in 
advance for approval under the Acts and 
by-laws, such approval to be given, 
where necessary and appropriate, either 
under Part IV of the 1939 Act or coupled 
with waivers of specific by-laws; and 
that a time limit should be imposed for 
the consideration of the plans so 
submitted. 


EMPHASIS IN By-LAWS ON PROTECTION 
FROM FirE.—(d) That the details of the 
constructional by-laws should be recon- 
sidered at the next review to ensure that 
any possible relaxations in the standard 
of fire protection that can be made in the 
light of current practice and knowledge 
are made; that the requirements as 
regards fire protection should be kept 
under continuous review thereafter and 
amended speedily in the light of any new 
factors which make ible a relaxation 
of existing standards; that the Town 
Planning Committee do give consider- 
ation to the suggestion that there should 
be a more detailed sub-division of build- 
ings from the fire risk point of view based 
on the categories of use and the degree 
of fire hazard associated with that use 
and to the suggestion that all the require- 
ments made by the Council with regard 
to protection from fire should be grouped 
together in a single published document. 


UNIFORMITY OF INTERPRETATION.—(e) 
That standing machinery should be set 


up for consultation between the Superin- 
tending Architect and the district sur- 
veyors with the object of securing, by 
agreement, uniformity of decision by 
district surveyors in cases of new or 
unorthodox types of construction or 
materials, or in relation to performance 
standards or methods of construction 
unrelated to site conditions, or in other 
cases where experience has revealed 
differences of decisions; that all district 
surveyors should be informed of, and 
should be expected to accept, any 
decisions reached as a result of such 
consultation; that the Town Planning 
Committee do review the matter when 
this consultative machinery has been in 
operation for not more than two years 
and do consider then whether the 
desired result of uniformity has been 
achieved. 


Walvers OF By-Laws. — (f) That the 
Council’s powers to grant waivers of its 
constructional by-laws should not be 
delegated to district surveyors in their 
own right, but that district surveyors 
should be kept in touch with new forms 
of construction, new principles and the 
use of new materials which the Council 
has, by waiver, approved, and be advised 
in suitable cases to deal with the 
developers’ proposals on the basis that 
waivers would be issued as a matter of 
course on application to the Council. 
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(g) That selected decisions of the 
Council to grant waivers or modifi- 
cations of its by-laws or to grant appro- 
val under Part IV of the 1939 Act 
should be published periodically in the 
technical journals and by means of a 
separate leaflet; that the Town Planning 
Committee should consider the extent, 
timing and method of publication of 
these leaflets and the information that 
they should contain and that such leaflets 
should also draw attention to the fact 
that a register of all modifications and 
waivers of by-laws is kept. 

APPEALS AGAINST DECISIONS OF 
District Surveyors. — (h) That legis- 
lation should be promoted to enable 
appeals from the decisions of district sur- 
veyors, wherever feasible and particularly 
in cases relating to foundations of a 
particular building, to be settled on the 
spot, at the election of the developer 
and without further right of appeal, by 
a procedure similar to that known as 
‘third surveyor’ under party’ wall 
awards; and that efforts should be made 
to have such appeals. settied within one 
week. 

(i) That, except as provided in the 
foregoing recommendation (A), appeals 
against decisions of district surveyors 
under section 86 of the Act of 1939 
should continue to bé@ in the first 
instance to the Council but that the hear- 
ing of appeals at this stage should be 
delegated to the Superintending Archi- 
tect (on the basis that all such appeals 
would be heard personally by the Super- 
tending Architect or his approved 
deputy within the meaning of the 
London Building Acts and the Coun- 
cil’s standing orders) who should submit 
to the Town Planning Committee a 
recommendation as to the decision to be

(m) That the Town Planning Committee 
should review the provisions of Parts II, 
Ill and V of the Act of 1930, and con- 
sider whether it is desirable that matters 
relating to formation and widening of 
streets, lines of building frontage, height 
of buildings, open spaces about buildings 
and similar matters now dealt with by 
those provisions which are also con- 
trolled under planning powers, should 
be the subject only of planning control 
subject to detailed safeguards; but that if 
it is decided that control of these matters 
under the Building Acts should remain, 
consideration should be given to the 
question whether such control could be 
by new by-laws rather than in the Acts 
themselves; and that, if it is decided to 
retain the provisions of Part V relating 
to heights of buildings, all possible steps 
should be taken to see that the question 
of height under the Act can be settled 
as soon as possible after planning con- 
sent has been granted.

refusal. There are a number of employers’ 
organisations directly concerned with the 
building industry—all equally reputable and 
infiuential—whose views are similarly not 
taken into account.

The situation obviously calls for a con- 
federation of building and allied employers 
for the purposes of negotiation, and the 
sooner this can be hammered out the more 
wisely and more strongly will their interests 
be represented.

Penalty Ratings on Treated 
Boards 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I have read with considerable 
interest the article by Mr. G. H. 
Schram in your issue of July 11, discus- 
sing the fire risk and fire insurance in 
connection with the thermal insulation of 
industrial buildings. In dealing with the 
matter of combustible linings, Mr. 
Schram refers to ‘some trade journals’ 
which have recently criticised the Fire 
Offices for their attitude to treated 
boards. The phrases he quotes are taken 
from the leading article in the May issue 
of Board. 

There is clearly considerable confusion in 
the insurance world about penalty ratings. 
In our leading article we stated: ‘ At the 
moment .. . industrial buildings incorporat- 
ing insulating fibreboard are automatically 
penalised by higher insurance premiums to 
the extent of 6d. or Is. per cent.’ This 
statement was based on information given 
to us by a leading firm of Lloyd’s brokers 
in reply to an inquiry similar to that which 
might be made by any industrial building 
owner. 

We then received a letter (published in 
our June issue) from the Chief Surveyor 
of Lloyd’s Syndicates’ Survey Department. 
In this he stated: ‘I would say without fear 
of contradiction that it is rare, except in the 
special cases I have mentioned, to find any 
loading of premium for combustible linings, 
although in many instances such a charge 
could be justified.” The special cases are 
“certain trades, particularly the textile 
industry and textile warehouses.’ 

Now we have Mr. Schram talking about 
the ‘apparent anomaly ’ of treating Classes 
I, I, II and IV (under BS476) all alike as 
the basis for fire insurance rating—presum- 
ably penalty rating—of linings. The 
anomaly is certainly apparent, but in a 
somewhat different sense. 
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Whom are we, and industrial building 
owners, to believe?

Perhaps it is better to explain the 
difference in tools as one of temperament 
and accept that we cannot satisfactorily 
equip the British shoemaker with an Italian 
last, so to speak.

Payments to Sub-contractors 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It would appear that if his letter 

in your issue of May 30 be taken at 

its face value, Mr. Lockley is in danger 

of undermining the authority of his archi- 
tects. 

Mr. Pearson (your issue of June 27) indi- 
cated clearly that he sets out in interim 
valuations the amounts included therein for 
nominated sub-contractors, and this, without 
doubt, is standard practice, but Mr. Lockley, 
in his reply (your issue of July 4), proceeds 
to ignore the crucial point which he himself 
raised and which Mr. Pearson wrote to 
criticise. 

As Mr. Pearson has said, the recommen- 
dations of the quantity surveyor can be 
varied by the architect. If Mr. Lockley will 
refer to Practice Note 20 issued by the 
Joint Contracts Tribunal, he will learn that 
each nominated sub-contractor should be 
informed of the amount included for him 
by the architect ‘in issuing certificates "—not 
before. 

Mr. Pearson is correct and has properly 
interpreted his duties with due regard to the 
subservient role played by the quantity sur- 
veyor in the matter of the issue of 
certificates.

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Thermal Insulation of Industrial Buildings 


The current article in the series on Thermal Insulation of Industrial Buildings—in 
which experts in various branches of the subject are contributing their views with 
the object of clarifying thought on the Regulations due to be made under the Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957—is by Mr. S. D. Studd, Chief Building 
Surveyor in the department of the Manchester City Architect.

4.—The Building Surveyor’s 
Viewpoint 
By S. D. STUDD, FIAS 
(Chief Building Surveyor, City 
Architect’s Department, Manchester 
Corporation) 


Te secure the efficient use of fuel is, no 
doubt, a very commendable reason 
for the introduction of the new Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957, 
but like so many similar Acts which come 
within the scope of building control, the 
implementation of the requirements will 
fall to be administered by local authorities. 

On and after January 1, 1959, every 
local government officer whose responsi- 
bility it will be to administer the various 
provisions of the Act, will be expected 
to take in his stride the additional duties 
the new requirements will impose when 
extensions are made to existing industrial 
buildings, or when new industrial buildings 
are to be erected. 

The Act defines an industrial building 
as a building which is, or forms part of, 
a factory within the meaning of the 
Factories Act, 1937 and 1948. If the Act 
is designed to secure thermal insulation in 
factories only, what could be the reason 
for the insertion of (industrial Buildings) 
in the title of the Act? Perhaps there is a 
possibility that in time the provisions may 
be extended to include all types of industrial 
buildings. 


Fuel Economies 


It is reasonable to assume that the 
Minister of Power is satisfied. that when 
the standard of insulation to be prescribed 
is adopted in all future factories, appre- 
ciable fuel economies will in the course of 
time be effected. It is difficult to understand 
how this can be calculated, as there would 
appear to be no means of estimating the 
possible growth of new factories, or indeed, 
extensions to existing factories. 

The new Act. will not, however, assist 
in the conservation of fuel in the large 
number of existing factories. 

Regulations to control heat loss by 
prescribing a standard of thermal insula- 
tion are now in course of preparation by the 
Minister of Power. It is hoped that when 
finally drafted the Regulations will leave 
no one in doubt as to how the law is to be 
satisfied. It would simplify administration 
if they were both precise and lucid and free 
from ambiguity. 

ion 2 of the Act empowers a local 
authority with whom plans have been 
deposited for the erection of an industrial 
building, to reject the plans if they show 


that the prescribed standard of insulation 
will not be complied with. Within a period 
of one month, the authority must notify 
the person by whom, or on whose behalf, 
the plans have been deposited that the 
plans have been passed or rejected. Under 
building by-laws it is the gerieral practice 
for local authorities to state in a notice of 
rejection, the reasons ‘why the plans fail 
to comply with the by-laws. 

Section 3 gives power to make Regula- 
tions for restricting the use of materials. 
The various materials the authority may 
reject are those that fail to conform to the 
specified standard resistance of flame- 
spread test, or materials which are so used 
that they will increase the risk of fire 
spreading or breaking out. 


Certificate of Approval 


This clause may well cause administra- 
tive difficulties. A number of excellent 
insulating materials are now marketed 
which do not possess a very high standard 
of fire resistance. Local authorities do not 
as a general rule have the necessary facilities 
or equipment to determine whether a 
material will comply with the standard 
spread of flame test, hence it would be of 
assistance in the administration of the 
Regulations if evidence could be produced, 
whenever an insulation material is to be 
used, that the material has been subjected 
to the flame-spread test and had received 
the certificate of approval from the lire 
Research Station of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. Without 
such certification there is every possibility 
of wide variation in interpretation of the 
regulations by different local authorities. 

Even this standard flame-spread certifi- 
cate will not provide a reliable yardstick 
to guide a local authority in determining 
whether a material when used in a certain 
way will add to the risk of fire, or fire 
spread. ’ 

There has been for some time a doubt 
in the minds of many informed people as 
to the value of this particular test. A 
highly combustible insulation board can 
easily be upgraded from Class 4 to Class 1 
by the simple expedient of giving it a coat 
of distemper. Again a number of materials 
with a Class 1 certificate are occasionally 
misrepresented in advertisements as being 
fire-resistant materials. 

It is essential if the standard spread of 
flame test is to be adopted that insulating 
board should not have a surface which, 
though satisfying the test, might rapidly 
deteriorate by the action of condensation, 
or the action of fumes discharged from 
trade processes. Some consideration might 
be given to a revision of the flame-spread 
test to exclude those insulating boards 
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which are largely composed of combustible 
elements. 

Section 4. of the Act gives power to 
require the removal or alteration of a 
building not conforming to the prescribed 
standard, or conforming thereto in the 
wrong way. If a person who has carried 
out work which does not comply with the 
required insulation standard fails to effect 
such alterations as to make it conform, 
after receipt of notice from the local 
authority, the authority can pull down or 
remove the building, or effect such altera- 
tions therein as they deem necessary. 


Drastic Action Unlikely 


In similar circumstances, under building 
by-laws, action would be taken to have the 
offending work removed without resorting 
to the demolition of the building. As it is 
unlikely that any local authority would 
take such drastic action, one wonders why 
such wide power was deemed necessary. 

Section 5 deals with powers to refer 
questions which arise under the Act 
between the local authority and the person 
erecting an industrial building, to the 
Minister. Architects frequently show a 
reluctance to seek a settlement by reference 
at Ministerial level in consequence of 
delays which may occur through this 
procedure. If local authorities are under 
a statutory obligation to give a decision on 
deposited plans within a period of one 
month, is it too much to expect the 
Minister to accept a similar time limit on 
any questions referred to him? 

Under Section 7, the Minister may, by 
regulations, exempt from the provisions of 
Sections 2 to 5 of the Act buildings or 
extensions of such classes of buildings as 
may be specified in the regulations, and a 
local authority may, with the consent of 
the Minister, exempt from those provisions 
a particular building or extension if they 
think it expedient in all the circumstances 
so to do. 

The classes of buildings for exemption 
which the Minister has in mind for the time 
being are: boilerhouses and buildings or 
extensions in which space heating is 
derived entirely from the manufacturing 
processes carried on therein. There will 
obviously be a much wider range of factory 
buildings for which the owners will 
endeavour to sustain a claim for exemption. 
Local authorities would like to be assured, 
if the validity of these claims has to be 
referred in each case to the Minister, that 
there will be no undue delay in reaching a 
decision. 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government reminded us, in _ his 
memorandum to the revised Model] Build- 
ing By-laws, 1953, that the object of the 
revision had been to secure more freedom 
in the use of new materials and methods, 
and to secure economy and the best use 
of materials. Architects are constantly 
reminding local authorities that the essence 
of a successful building contract is to 
secure not only economy in the use of 
building materials but also in the use of 
time. It may be some time before local 
government officers and architects become 
accustomed to the basic principles for 
assessing insulation values. Differences 
are inevitable, particularly in the early 
stages of the administration of the Act. 
If the architect elects to refer any questions 
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relating to the reasonableness of the 
authority’s demands to the Minister, it is 
essential, to avoid frustration, that there 
should be prompt and speedy decisions. 

There is still some doubt as to whether 
the objects the promoter of the Act had 
in mind will be secured if the proposed 
prescribed standard is adopted. Is it a 
pious hope of the Minister that a level 
of insulation equivalent to a ‘ U ’ value of 
0.3, or indeed a higher standard, will be 
generally adopted? Local authorities have 
learned from long experience in administer- 
ing building by-laws that whenever 
minimum standards are adopted as a 
statutory requirement they tend to become 
maximum standards! 


Draft Regulations 


Whenever reference is made to the ‘ U’ 
value of a-material, it is assumed that this 
is a fixed or constant factor, but there is 
nothing less constant than this particular 
value. The figure is influenced by several 
different conditions, principally the varia- 
tions in the mean temperature of the 
structural elements. Should not the ‘U’ 
value be qualified by some reference to the 
mean roof temperature ? 

The draft regulations rather surprisingly 
apply only to roofs of factories. Heat loss 
represented by certain types of walls and 
floors can be greater than the heat loss 
from some types of roof construction. It 
is a not uncommon practice to erect 
industrial buildings which have an isolation 
distance from other buildings, thereby 
bringing them outside the requirements of 
the building by-laws in respect of the 
construction of external walls. Exemption 
from the by-laws in such cases often 
produces light steel framed structures with 
thinly clad external walls. In buildings of 
this nature, the heat loss from the roofs 
is often considerably less than heat loss 
from the walls. 

It is not the responsibility of local 
authorities to persuade architects or 
building owner to provide effective insula- 
tion to the major structural elements, but 
it is logical to inquire the reason why the 
provisions of the Act are restricted to roof 
insulation. Is it possible that if the new 
Act does not produce the fuel-saving that 
is anticipated, the provisions will be 
extended to include all elements that effect 
heat loss? 

A particularly interesting feature of the 
proposed regulations is the reference to roof 
lights and openings in roofs which will 
not be required to conform to the insula- 
tion standard. 

This is obviously one aspect of the 
regulations which will cause many adminis- 
trative difficulties. If large areas of roof 
lights and the size of ventilation openings’ 


_ are not to be restricted, it may be difficult 


in practice to obtain and maintain a 
thermal transmission coefficient of 0.3. 
The continued use of large areas of roof 
lights to provide daylighting of factories 
emphasises most clearly that the technique 
of daylighting buildings has not kept pace 
with the progressive growth of scientific 
knowledge on the insulation of roof 
surfaces. There is also the possibility 
that unless the ventilation of the building 
be taken into consideration when designing 
the thermal insulation of the roof, the 


atmosphere within the building might be 





appreciably affected by the system of 
insulation adopted. 

Insulation and ventilation are obviously 
subjects of complementary interest. Some 
manufacturing processes produce large 
volumes of steam or fumes which have to 
be discharged through ventilation openings 
in the roof, but all such openings, and 
indeed all roof glazing, may by regulations 
be disregarded when computing heat losses. 
Evidence has been produced from time to 
time by large industrial organisations that, 
wherever thermal insulation of roofs has 
been adopted, there has been a considerable 
saving in fuel. There would be an even 
greater saving had the Act been extended 
to include the insulation of walls and 
floors, but window areas would have had 
to be excluded from the operation of the 
provisions. 

The modern tendency in the design of 
industrial buildings is to provide large 
areas of vertical glazing. There is no 
by-law control which restricts window 
areas. There might be no considerable 
saving of fuel in multi-storeyed buildings 
with large window areas on each floor if 
the roofs only were insulated; moreover, 
a restriction on window areas to reduce 
heat losses might produce a corresponding 
increase in lighting costs. 

Ignorance of the advantages of thermal 
insulation are not as widespread as we are 
led to believe. Many industrialists have, 
without statutory obligation, introduced 
thermal insulation systems into their 
factories, and are now reaping the benefits 
reflected in the saving of fuel and increased 
production consequent upon the raising of 
the standard of comfort for their 
employees. The architectural profession is 
no less alive to the benefits derived when a 
building is constructed with a_ well- 
designed and properly balanced system of 
thermal insulation. The architect’s diffi- 
culty is to convince clients that expenditure 
incurred in providing thermal insulation 
is in their own economic interests. 

Last year, I am reliably informed, 41 
million square feet of factory buildings 
were built, and only 10 per cent of these 
buildings were insulated against heat 
loss. The source from which these statistics 
were obtained is not clear, but against this 
inferred lack of interest in thermal insula- 
tion, an example of factory development in 
Manchester during the last two years may 
be worthy of record. Twelve factories have 
been erected at a cost of £1,167,000. 
Ten of these have been provided with roof 
insulation which would meet the require- 
ments of the proposed prescribed standard. 
Manchester architects and industrialists 
are obviously progressively minded, and 
voluntarily assisting the country’s economy. 


Growing Interest 


There is ample evidence of a growing 
interest in thermal insulation by a large 
section of the community, including house- 
holders and industrial executives. Even 
speculative house builders are finding it 
difficult to sell houses unless the roofs are 
properly insulated. Few people will 
challenge the need to effect economies in 
the use of fuel in the national interest, or 
indeed the need to provide in some of our 
factories a more equitable distribution of 


warmth to ensure a higher standard of 
health for the employees. 
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To secure these objectives is the purpose 
for which the Act has been designed; the 
cost of installation is the responsibility of 
the building owner, and the enforcement of 
the provisions will fall to be dealt with by 
already overburdened local authorities. 

Questions are being asked about the 
type of officer who will administer the 
provisions. Will he be an expert in heating 
and ventilation? Few local authorities, 
in fact, employ officers who are specially 
qualified in this branch of building 
technique. The duties will, in all proba- 
bility, be delegated to an officer in the 
architect’s, engineer’s or surveyor’s depart- 
ment. His task will be, for some time, 
an unenviable one if many factory buildings 
are to be erected in his district, and the 
Minister may have had this in mind when 
he gave power under Section 5 to refer 
questions arising under the Act to his 
Department. 

Whatever the deficiencies in the Act, 
goodwill and patience will be needed to 
iron out the various difficulties which will 
inevitably arise during the early stages 
of administration.

5. Progression in membership: Progression 
in membership even to the highest class, 
will be dependent upon the technological 
knowledge, practical ability and degree of 
responsibility in the employment of the 
member, irrespective of the extent or other- 
wise of his financial holding in a building 
business. 

6. ‘Special case’ admission: With the ex- 
ception of the Fellow class * special case’ 
admission—that is, admission upon practice 
records without possession of the Institute’s 
examination qualifications or exempting 
qualifications—will cease. 

*Special case” admission to the Fellow 
class will be subject to the conditions stated 
in paragraph 1. 

7. Examination structure: The Licentiate 
and Associate Diploma examinations will 
continue to be offered for a time. There- 
after, following due notice, they will be re- 
placed by an Intermediate and a Final ex- 
amination in two parts.

8. Exempting Qualifications: It is hoped 
in due course to be able to approve a num- 
ber of external qualifications permitting ex- 
emption on a ‘subject for subject’ basis, 
particularly from the Intermediate examina- 
tion. 

9. Provision for the establishment of 
branches of the Institute: It is intended to 
include in the revised Articles of Associa- 
tion provision for the establishment of 
branches of the Institute by which means 
members resident outside London or over- 
seas may be enabled to participate more 
fully in all aspects of the Institute’s activi- 
ties. 

10. Method of voting in General Meet- 
ing: Consideration will be given to the pos- 
sibility of the introduction of postal voting 
by corporate members of the Institute.

Roads Improvement Pro- 
gramme 


THE Town Planning Committee reported 
at the meeting of the London County 
Council, on Tuesday (July 15), that the 
Minister of Transport and Civil Aviation is 
prepared to consider for grant purposes in 
the current financial year the following road 
improvement schemes in 1958-59:— 


Major schemes (each over £500,000).— 
Holborn/Kingsway intersection (Part 2); 
Hyde Park Corner to Marble Arch improve- 
ment; viaduct at Hammersmith Broadway; 
and duplication of Blackwall Tunnel. 

Minor schemes (each costing less than 
£500,000).—Temple Mills Bridge, Hackney 
(Stage 1)—reconstruction; Streatham Hill 
and Streatham High-road, Wandsworth— 
widening; Bessborough Gardens, West- 
minster improvement; Vallance-road, 
Stepney—widening; New King’s-road, Ful- 
ham—widening; The Swan _ intersection, 
Stockwell, Lambeth—improvement; Oxford- 
street (arcaded footway and increased car- 
riageway at a new department store), 
Warwick-road/Cromwell-road intersection— 
improvement; and Hammersmith-road — 
widening. 

The widening of Brompton-road west of 
Prince’s Court may also be included as an 
additional scheme, making a valuable addi- 
tion to the Cromwell-road route. 

The Ministry have also indicated that they 
will be prepared to consider other small 
schemes, costing less than £10,000 each, 
which it may be possible to undertake within 
the Minister’s annual allocation of grant for 
minor improvements. Several unexpected 
schemes in this category arise every year. 

The Committee have informed the 
Minister that they consider the programme 
a very Satisfactory one, and where necessary, 
will report further on each scheme in detail 
as soon as possible. 

The Committee have also received the 
Ministry’s suggestions for the programmes 
for the three years 1959-62 and are 
examining them and will report further. 


They welcome the action taken by 
the Ministry in this forward planning. 
The reconstruction of the Millbank 


river wall is not at present included in the 
likely programme for the next three years, 
and the Committee are asking the Ministry 
to add this scheme to the- programme for 
1959-60. 

Cromwell-road Extension—The Com- 
mittee are recommending that Messrs. 
J. Maunsell and Partners should be appoin- 
ted as engineers responsible for the design 
and construction of the viaduct at Hammer- 
smith Broadway, which forms part of the 
Cromwell-road extension scheme. The total 
cost of the work to be entrusted to the 
appointed engineers will be about £14m. 
Fees are estimated at £55,000.

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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Decline in Steel Production 


GROWING concern about the declining 
output of the steel industry has been 
expressed in recent weeks by members of 
Parliament in questions to different Ministers. 
Sir [AN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, in a written reply on 
July 8, stated that crude steel production in 
June, according to the Iron and Steel Board, 
was provisionally estimated at approximately 
80 per cent. of capacity. 

On the previous day, Mr. MAvuDLING, 
Paymaster-General, rejected a suggestion 
that the board should make a special report 
on the industry in view of the decline in out- 
put. He pointed out that the board had made 
a special report to the Minister of Power 
about the development of the industry last 
summer. Further information would be 
found in the board’s annual report which 
would be published soon. 

He told Mr. Gower that he could not give 
any assurance that whatever delays might 
ensue before the announcement of the start 
on Richard Thomas and Baldwins’ new steel 
mill no action would be taken to prevent the 
company from siting this mill in South 
Wales. As no decision had been taken about 
the siting of these works, he was not able to 
make a statement about the siting. 

Qn the following day, Mr. IAIn MACLEOD, 
Minister of Labour, agreed that employment 
and output figures were disturbing. He indi- 
cated that there were Government plans for 
stimulating activity, but he declined to reveal 
any details. They had planned, as far. as 
they could, what they could do. 


Gas Grid Prospects 
HE possibility of a high pressure gas grid 


in anticipation of the wider use of high 
pressure gasification processes now under 
development is being examined by the Gas 
Council, Mr. MAUDLING, Paymaster-General, 
told the Commons on July 7. 

He pointed out, in another answer, that 
there were great economic possibilities in 
transporting gas under high pressure, but 
the problem of manufacturing it under high 
pressure had not yet been solved. There were 
at least two, possibly three, experimental 
plants in being for this purpose, and the gas 
industry was well aware of the great import- 
ance of this development. 

Mr. Harotp Neat asked if the experi- 
ment in underground gasification at New- 
man Spinney was successful; and whether a 
commercial power station would now be 
erected. 

Mr. MavupLinc: It is still too early to say 
whether this experiment will be successful 
and whether a commercial power station will 
be erected. The Coal Board were doing their 
best, but it was a difficult project. They had 
studied experience in other countries, and 
still believed that it was worth while going 
ahead on this experimentation, and he 
thought they should be supported in that. 


Opencast Mining Safeguards 


OPENCAST coal operation will only be 

permitted by the Minister of Power 
within 50 yards of occupied houses, and the 
distance might in some cases be extended 
further, only in ‘quite exceptional circum- 
stances.’ 





This firm assurance was given by Lorp 
MILLs, Minister of Power, in the House of 
Lords on July 10, when the Opencast Coal 
Bill was considered in committee 

He declined, however, to accept an amend- 
ment, which would have put a statutory 
obligation on the National Coal Board not 
to carry out such workings within 50 yards 
of a dwelling house or its garden. Such a 
proposal would, he said, impose on the Coal 
Board a general limitation which was not 
imposed on other mineral workers. 

He would, when considering applications 
for authorisations, take into account the 
proximity of occupied houses, and would 
only allow workings to come within 50 yards 
or perhaps even more of houses in quite 
exceptional circumstances. 

Viscount RIDLEY, who moved the amend- 
ment, thought it might not make any 
appreciable difference to the amount of land 
acquired or the amount of coal produced, 
but he contended that it was wrong for the 
Government to allow this work to be carried 
on right up against the walls of anyone’s 
house. 

Lorp MILLS expressed every sympathy 
with the amendment. He had seen only a 
few opencast sites, and they had made him 
realise the impossible and _ intolerable 
inconvenience caused by such workings 
when they were close to houses. He could 
not accept the amendment, not because of a 
lack of sympathy, but because there were 
real objections to it. 

It would not be possible to specify a 
distance. There were many complicated 
issues involved, including that of access, 
Legally, unless a householder owned or 
occupied the adjacent land, or had some 
interest in it, he could not stop the legal 
development of that land. There was 
nothing to stop another mineral worker 
from buying the land, and obtaining plan- 
ning permission. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 


Compensation for Compulsory 
Purchase 
A HINT that legislation might be intro- 
duced in the next session of Parliament 
to deal with the problems arising out of the 
payment of compensation for the compul- 
sory acquisition of property was given in the 
Commons on July 10, when Mr. BUTLER, as 
leader of the House, was questioned about 
time for a debate on a motion signed by 148 
Conservative members on this subject. 

Mr. Deepes, who called attention to the 
motion, said that it reflected the opinion of 
nearly one-half of the Government’s back 
bench supporters, but also the degrees of 
anxiety that was felt on this subject. He 
wanted to know whether there was any hope 
of a debate. 

Mr. BuTLER said that he was aware of the 
weight of support for the motion, and for the 
issues and principles it involved. If the 
matter was to be dealt with thoroughly it 
would require legislation, and the Govern- 
ment could not include any more legislation 
this summer. If there was to be legislation, 
and he could make no promise about the 
next session, it would have to be in that 
session. 

Mr. Ronatp BELL urged Mr. Butler to 
remember that each day this matter was 
delayed more injustice would be done. The 
matter really was urgent. 
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Mr. BUTLER said that no legislative pro- 
gramme had ever been fuller than their’s, 
but they could not perform all the benefi- 
cient acts which were to their credit, at one 
moment. They would keep this one until 
later. 


The School Building Programme 


HE Minister of Education, Mr, 

GEOFFREY LLoyp, has cut the total 
value of school building projects in the 
1958-59 programme almost by half. 

He stated in a written reply on July 10 
that the value of projects submitted by local 
education authorities for the 1958-59 school 
building programme was about £100m. That 
was about twice the value of the projects 
Started in the previous year. He had 
authorised projects totalling about £51m. to 
start in 1958-59, 

He informed Mr. Awsery, in another 
written answer the same day, that the Bristol 
Education Authority proposed school build- 
ing projects to the value of £2,300,000 for the 
two years 1956-58, £1,200,000 for 1958-59 
and £700,000 for 1950-60. The programmes 
authorised were £1,100,000, £600,000 and 
£350,000 respectively. 

Mr. JouN Hitt asked the Minister whether 
he would allow work to start on the new 
secondary modern school at Thetford, 
especially in view of current developments 
towards the borough’s expansion of industry 
and population which formed part of the 
LCC’s overspill programme. 

Mr. Lioyp:—This project has been 
included in the school building programme 
approved for the Norfolk local education 
authority for 1959-60. I cannot yet say 
precisely when it will be possible to start 
work on it. 


Attracting Industry to Scotland 


ALTHOUGH Sm Davin Ecc ies, Presi- 

dent of the Board of Trade, told the 
Commons during a debate on Scottish in- 
dustry and employment on July 10 that nine 
sizeable factories had been completed in 
Scotland since July 1957, that 10 more were 
under construction, and that another 10 had 
been approved in the last few months, 
Opposition members, while grateful for what 
had been done, were little impressed by the 
amount of progress. 

Indeed, they seized the opportunity to 
draw attention to the reversal in policy 
which had occurred since they were in power 
in an effort to prove that what had been 
done was not satisfactory. Mr. Hoy, who 
opened the debate for them, contrasted what 
had been done between 1945-51 with what 
was happening today. In their day, he said, 
for every two square feet of factory space 
being built in Scotland one square foot was 
being built in London and the south. Since 
the Conservatives came to office it was the 
other way round. 

He wanted to know, as did many of his 
colleagues, why the President of the Board 
of Trade refused to build advance factories 
to attract industry to Scotland. Such a policy 
had done so much to help the country after 
the war. More industries were needed, in- 
cluding a new steel strip mill. 

Sir Davip Eccies, after commenting on 
the number of new factories completed or 
under construction, said that the new fowns 
which were being built were based on in- 
dustry coming from outside Scotland. It was 
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hoped that more American firms would 
come. The Government were doing their 
best to attract them, and had never turned 
down an application by an American or 
continental firm. 

A major factor in the lack of applications 
for factory space north of the border was 
that Scotland, like the rest of the United 
Kingdom, had suffered from the check to 
industrial expansion in the last 12 months. 
Government money for the building of fac- 
tories was not a big enough inducement 
unless other conditions were satisfactory. 
Miss MARGARET HERBISON pointed out 
that between 1945 and 1951 Scotland’s share 
of all industrial buildings in Great Britain 
was 12.2 per cent., but from 1952 to 1957 
it had fallen to 9 per cent. At the end of 
September, 1957, 14,714,000 sq. ft. of new 
factory building was under construction in 
London and the south of England: in Scot- 
land the relevant figure was 5,353,000 sq. ft. 


Rented Factories Scheme 


Previous to the Scottish industry debate, 
Mr. McInnes asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland on July 8, how many factories 
had been built or were under construction 
as a result of the plan announced by the 
Scottish Council (Development and Industry) 
in November, 1956, to raise moneys to build 
factories to rent in Scotland; and if he would 
indicate the amount of money so far raised. 


Mr. Mactay: This experimental scheme 
was, 1 understand, drawn up at a time when 
Government-financed factory building was 
, severely limited. Under it the Scottish 
Council proposed to help industrialists not 
by themselves raising money but by co- 
ordinating the various approaches required 
for the promotion of new factory projects. 
I am informed that, though a number of 
inquiries have been received by the Scottish 
Council, they have not yet been called on 
to implement the scheme. 

Mr. McInnes said that it was tragic that 
the Scottish Industrial Estates were unable 
to provide factories because of Government 
policy, although there had been applications 
for such accommodation from American, 
Continental and Scottish firms. 

Mr. Mac ay said that he could not accept 
what Mr. McInnes said. The Government's 
policy was wherever possible to encourage 
industry to come, by means of the various 
instruments under the Distribution of 
Industry Act and other mefhods. They were 
doing everything to encourage them. 


Dundee Development Area 

Mr. GeorGe THOMSON asked the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade what progress 
was being made in attracting new industry 
to the Dundee Development area. 

Mr. Erroit, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Board of Trade, replying on July 8, said: 
So far this year six Government financed 
factory buildings have been authorised for 
Dundee. These, together with one under 
construction and another recently com- 
pleted, should provide employment for 
about 2,000 workers. Privately financed 
schemes now in hand should employ an 
additional 570. S As 

Mr. THOMSON said that those were all 
extensions to existing industries, and so far 
no new industry had been-persuaded to go 
to Dundee. In view of the rising unem- 
ployment there, he urged the President of 
the Board of Trade to change his decision, 


and build advance factories to get jobs more 
quickly. 

Mr. ERROLL said that some of the exten- 
sions were very important, and the depart- 
ment were pressing ahead with the work of 
attracting new industry to Dundee. If it 
was thought that the provision of advance 
factories would help, they would not hesitate 
to build them, but nowadays people pre- 
ferred tailor-made factories to suit specialist 
requirements. 


New Legislation on Rights 
of Light 

LEGISLATION to extend the period for 

the prescriptive. acquisition of rights 
of light from 20 to 27 years will be intro- 
duced by the Government as soon as the 
Parliamentary time table permits. As there 
is obviously no time in this session there 
is a possibility that the Bill might be in- 
cluded in the programme for the next 
session, beginning in November. 

Tue LorD CHANCELLOR, announcing the 
decision to take this action in the House of 
Lords on July 14, said that the extension 
would operate from the date of the publica- 
tion of the Report of the Committee onthe 
Law Relating to Rights of Light (Cmd. 473, 
HMSO, price 1s.) which was issued on the 
same day. 

The Government, he said, were in general 
agreement with the committee’s proposals. 

The committee, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Justice Harman, was set up:in March 
last year to advise the Government whether 
any legislation was desirable to amend the 
law relating to rights of light in relation to 
war damaged sites, or sites whose develop- 
ment was prevented or impeded because of 
restrictions or controls imposed after the 
war, and to preserve rights of light acquired, 
or in the process of acquisition, by buildings 
which subsequently suffered war damage. 

Because they found, early in their con- 
siderations, that planning legislation of 
recent years had significantly altered the 
position of owners of land or buildings over 
which rights of light might be acquired, 
and that the impact of those changes was 
universal, and not confined to war damaged 
sites or sites prejudiced in their development 
through the war, the committee were also 
invited to consider whether any alterations 
were desirable in the law and practice by 
which the acquisition of rights of light over 
any land might be prevented. 

The committee’s recommendations 
were :—- 


(i) A prospective servient owner should be 
able to bring about the consequences which 
at present flow from the erection of a screen 
by registering a statut notice against a 
prospective dominant ing. 

(ii) the statutory notice should have the 
same ¢ @s a screen erected on the boun- 
dary of the servient owner’s land and main- 
tained there for one year; 

(iii) the statutory notice should be regis- 
tered in a register of local land charges and 
the registration published under directions to 
be given by the Lands Tribunal. Registra- 
tion should cease to have effect unless the 
Lands Tribunal certifies within three 
(or such extended period as the court may 
allow) from the original date of registration 
that it has been duly publicised ; 

(iv) objections to the notional obstruction 
should be raised by proceedings in the court, 
which should have power to make any order 
it sees fit for the variation or cancellation of 
the registration ; 
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(v) the twenty-year period for the prescrip- 
tive acquisition of rights of light under the 
Prescription Act, 1832, should be extended to 
27 years for the punposes of any action either 
asserting a claim to rights of light and started 
after the date of publication of this Report 
and before the 3ist December, 1962, or 
brought in respect of an actual or notional 
interruption effected between those dates ; 

(vi) we do not recommend any legislation 
for the preservation of rights of light acquired 
by buildings which later suffered war damage 
or of rights in process of acquisition by such 
buildings. 

They point out that the notice should 
adequately identify the servient owner’s 
site, reference being made in appropriate 
cases to a plan attached to the notice; and 
registration should be treated as a notional 
obstruction of the light of the dominant 
building by a screen, erected on the boun- 
daries of that site, either of unlimited height 
or of such limited height as the notice might 
specify. They say that if their recom- 
mendations are accepted the planning 
authorities and the Minister would, no doubt 
in future, expect to be satisfied that there 
were good reasons for not using the new 
procedure before granting planning permis- 
sion for the erection of a screen. Thus such 
permission would seldom be granted. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Provision of Crematoria 


Mrs. Harriet SLATER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government to what 
extent there was a planned development of 
provision of crematoria. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
replying on July 8 stated: The provision of 
crematoria is in the first instance the 
responsibility of local authorities, except in 
so far as facilities are provided by private 
companies, but in considering any applica- 
tion for loan sanction for such a purpose, 
the Minister has regard to the desirability 
both of meeting the growing public demand 
for cremation and of avoiding overlapping. 


Housing in 1958 

Mr. SHURMER asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government that as more 
than 40,000 building operatives were un- 
employed and the number of applicants on 
the housing registers of English towns and 
cities were high and increasing, why the 
number of houses built in the first five 
months of 1958 was 17,000 less than in the 
corresponding period of 1957, and if he 
would give local authorities permission to 
build to their capacity. 

Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on July 10, 
stated that he had explained fully during the 
debate on the Address on November 11 
last year why the Government considered 
that some restraint must be placed on hous- 
ing in the interests of the economy as a 
whole. He added: ‘ These reasons are still 
valid to-day and explained why the number 
of houses completed this year is lower than 
last year, and also why the housebuilding 
programmes of local authorities must be re- 
latec to an overall programme and not 


simply to the capacity of each authority to 
build.

THE COST OF FLATS 
AND HOUSES 


RICS Cost Panel’s Report to 
Minister . 

A Report on the cost of houses and 
flats was submitted to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government by the 
President of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors on June 4. The 
conclusions and recommendations con- 
tained in the Report, which is the work of 


the RICS Cost Research Panel, are given 
below. 


WE have examined the relative cost of 
flats and houses and we are 
satisfied that, although it is to be expec- 
ted that flats will be more expensive, 
there is ample scope for reduction in 
the cost of flats. 
Our principal 


; recommendation for 
reducing the 


cost of high density 
development is that cost should be 
a planned factor and should be 
closely watched from the inception of 
the scheme to its completion. 

Budget Limits—We consider that a 
realistic cost aproach by local authorities 
is essential if costs are to be reduced. 
We, therefore, recommend that local 
authorities should give their architects, as 
part of the initial brief, a clear and un- 
ambiguous cost limit, as a budget total 
within which to design the scheme. 

Ceiling Prices—There may be a 
danger of conflict between budget totals 
and ceiling prices set by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government. The 
Ministry should provide consultative 
facilities for local authorities desiring 
assistance in setting their architects 
a limit of cost. We therefore recom- 
mend that local authorities should 
invariably arrange for early consultation 
between the Ministry, their own officials 


and advisers preparing multi-storey 
housing schemes. 
Pre-Contract Planning.-—Failure to 


allow adequate time for preparation and 
investigation is a major cause of high 
building costs. We therefore recommend 
that local authorities should arrange their 
building programmes so that adequate 
time is allowed for proper investigation 
and consideration of all aspects of design. 


Cost Information—It is important 
for the architect to have access to cost 
information during all stages of the 
design. We therefore recommend that 
the quantity surveyor should be appoin- 
ted in time to co-operate during the initial 
stages of the scheme. 


Cost Planning.—Money can be saved 
by:— 

(a) The exploitation of economies pos- 
sible in correct site development and in the 
design of multi-storey housing; and 

(b) A balanced distribution of cost in 
the selection of the correct material or 
method of construction for the implemen- 
tation of the design. 

We therefore recommend that the 
architect and the quantity surveyor, in 
collaboration with other consultants, 
should adopt some system of cost plan- 
ning during the working out of the 
design. 


Nomination of Specialist Sub-Con- 
tractors.—We are concerned at the high 
proportion of work for which specialist 
sub-contractors are nominated and the 
effect which this has on costs. We there- 
fore recommend that the nomination of 
specialists be reduced to a minimum. 
Where nomination cannot be avoided, we 
recommend that quotations be carefully 
checked and contrasted for cost efficiency 


against alternative methods, before 
acceptance. 

Bills of Quantities—If practical 
economies are planned by special 


methods of construction, the use of un- 
usual materials, or through extensive 
repetition of structural components, fit- 
tings and finishings, it is essential that 
these are properly described in the bills 
of quantities. We therefore recommend 
that quantity surveyors should ensure 
that the descriptions of all items in the 
bills of quantities are in every way 
adequate to provide a clear basis for 
pricing. 

Building Cost Research.—We find that 
there are a number of problems related 
to multi-storey housing costs—many of 
which apply equally to other types of 
building development—which require 
further investigation. We _ therefore 
recommend that consideration should be 
given to the promotion and financing of 
necessary research projects and the exten- 
sion and co-ordination of reasearch in the 
many aspects of building at present being 
undertaken by a number of organisations 
and individuals.

Now, the foreman is often insufficiently 
trained in reading drawings, and the 
draughtsman often equally lacks training 
in knowing how to convey his intentions 
to the foreman and clerk of works. Don’t 
be afraid to put a little sketch in the 
corner of your drawing, or even write on 
it to explain your detail or name the 
material: it may spoil the look of your 
drawing, but it is often werth it. 

We make many more drawings now 
than we did before the war. I know that 
is so by turning up drawings of pre-war 
jobs, but I think very often they are now 
bewildering instead of being more 
explanatory. I also think—in fact I have 
found it so—that by producing all the 
drawings of a job before it starts, as the 
builders ask us to do (I hope I am qualify- 
ing for a halo!), the foreman becomes 
frustrated far more than he did when 
drawings were fed to him as the work 
proceeded and as he required them. 

We also employ many more draughts- 
men on each job than we did:of yore. 
One only has to look at the formidable 
array of names of assistant architects on 
some of the buildings illustrated in the 
technical Press to appreciate the drawing- 
board strength of modern architecture. 
Am I the only one to suffer these gentle 
misgivings about the complications of 
some of our present-day methods and to 
look for simplicity wherever I can find it?

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HEN the Monsanto Chemical Com- 
pany decided sa a a a 
labora’ for its Inorganic Researc 
cae t at St. Louis, it believed the 
time was opportune for a demonstration 
of the use of plastics in building con- 
struction. The company’s objective was 
two-fold: to demonstrate their faith in 
the plastics industry as a whole, and to 
provide a proving ground for plastics 
products. 
Having retained the services of Holabird 
and Root and Burgee (architects) of 
Chicago, the company advised them of its 
objective and asked them to prepare a 
listing of all plastics products used in 
construction, which were available and 
marketed to-day. 
A yardstick for the use of plastics had 
to be established from the economic 
viewpoint as well as of practicability. 
Three categories were immediately 
arrived at: 
(1) If the plastics material was approxi- 
mately the same cost as a conventional 
building material it would be used. 
(2) If the plastics material cost approxi- 
mately twice as much, but because of superior 
quality or the possibility in the future of 
reduced costs with improved. production 
methods and procedures, it would be used. 
(3) If the material cost three times as 
much as the conventional material, but 
opened new usages not previously n- 
strated and met the category two requirement 
it would be considered for use. 
The plastics products used were further 
subdivided as follows: 
(1) A readily obtainable or marketed 
roduct used in a conventional manner or 
For which it was intended.

polyester face blocks as an _ exterior 
surface. (2) Utilising a polvester face 
block as a paving stone. (°) Polyester- 
coated asbestos-cement board for labora- 
tory bench tops. (4) Polyester panels for 
lining fume hoods. (5) Urethane coatings 
for concrete floors. 

In the third classification complete and 
exhaustive testing was performed to obtain, 
in many instances, the design criteria 
to produce the article required. Into 
this category came the styrene core poly- 
ester face wall panels, the polyester exhaust 
fan and the polyester moulded drawer. 

In the case of the panel where one solid 
sandwich effect was desired, numerous 
core materials were tested by the Southern 
Research Institute in Birminghani, Ala- 
bama, to obtain the properties desirable 
in such a panel. After a series of exhaus- 
tive tests, the full-scale panel was achieved. 
These tests included a normal bending, 
shearing, compressive test, as well as 
accelerated ageing tests under all conceiv- 
able conditions of moisture, heat and cold. 

When the full-scale panel was developed, 
it was tested in the laboratories at Pennsyl- 
vania State College in a temperature 
range from —10 deg. to plus 120 deg. F, 
relative humidity from ambient to 100 per 
cent. saturation and simultaneous pressures 
equivalent to a 90-mile wind. The panel 
was suspended in the identical frame used 
in the final installation and various caulking 
compounds were utilised to attempt to 

obtain the best results. 

In considering the selection of a plastics 
exhaust fan for the fume hoods the market 
was thoroughly searched and in practically 
every instance the product presented was a 
conventional type fan moulded in some 
type of plastics material. The moulds 
were costly and the product far more 
expensive than many so-called corrosion 
fans of metal on the market. 

An original design of an exhaust fan 
was discovered on a trip to a plastics 
development company which appeared to 
lend itself to the particular properties of 
plastics. A model was immediately con- 
structed and forwarded to the Texas A.

and M. fan laboratory 
where all the conventional 
tests on fans were perform- | 
ed as to capacity, efficiency, | 
limitation on  static-head 
and the like. Following 
these tests the unit was re- 
designed to meet the re- 
quirements of the com- 
pany’s particular applica- 
tions. 

Tests on paving blocks 
proved most favourable in 
comparison with New York 
blue stone. Accelerated light 
and weathering tests were 
performed on the polyester- 
face concrete block of some 
2,000 hours which were 
equivalent in duration to 
10-12 years of normal ex- 
posure. Tests were perform- 
ed on many other of the 
products used where they 
would be subjected to 
weathering or ultra-violet 
light. 

Exclusive of company 
personnel’s time, over 
$30,000,000 was expended on _ these 
various tests. As much of the test work 
was performed in the company’s labora- 
tories and under Monsanto personnel 
supervision, it is believed that the actual 
cost of testing would exceed double this 
amount. 

In this laboratory building, more than 
80 different and distinct plastics materials 
were used, many of ‘which were manu- 
factured by fabricators using Monsanto 
products. Many of the fabricators were 
not familiar with the requirements of the 
construction industry and the project was a 
liberal education for both the tradesmen 
and for the fabricators in the use of plastics 
as a materiai of construction. 

A good example of this problem, due 
to the vendor’s lack of knowledge, was in 
the use of the polyvinyl chloride pipe; 
this was used in the piping system, such as 
the treated water system, the chemical 
waste and vent line, and the downspouts 
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The hallway separating the laboratory modules 
and exterior wall. Shown here are the plastics 
panels, acrylic windows and vinyl floor tiles 
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and drainage system. It is customary to 
make fittings with only the standard 
design bends and suppliers were completely 
unprepared when asked for long radius 
fittings or fittings made with a built-in 
slope as is required on any good plumbing 
installation. 

But in spite of all the problems en- 
countered on this job the installed costs 
of the plastics materials proved very com- 
petitive with conventional materials, and 
in some cases cost even less. A look at the 
representative sample of unit cost data 
sheets (costs given in US dollars) of plastics 
and conventional materials show this 
comparison in detail:

The plastics material is tough and pliable 
and was used as a vapour barrier under the 
ground floor concrete slab. It was also 
used on top of the freshly poured concrete 
slabs for.proper curing of the concrete or 
for general protection. The first cost of 
this plastics material was greater than the 
conventional material but because it was 
possible to use the plastics material many 
times a saving was ultimately made.

This vinyl film offers a good vapour 
barrier, it is easy to apply and offers a neat 
and even finish upon completion, but it 
does not penetrate the concrete surface 
as well as the asphalt solution. It is 
easily punctured and once punctured peels 
off in layers similar to paint peeling. This 
material is well suited for applications 
under conditions such as experienced on 
this project where the foundation walls 
are almost entirely below grade but is not 
recommended for use where it would be 
exposed or readily damaged

Although the plastics coated plywood 
material purchased at 45c per sq. ft. was 
higher than the plain plywood purchased 
at 27c per sq. ft., there was considerable 
saving in the overall total cost of plastics 
coated. plywood due to the additional 
number of uses and the savings effected 
in rubbing and brushing the exposed 
concrete. 

On this project, plastics coated plywood 
was used on all exposed surfaces and the 
number of uses varied from seven on walls 
and slabs, to 15 on beams and columns. 
Plain plywood was used on unexposed

Here not only were substantial savings 
effected by using the plastic phenolic 
coated plywood for form lumber but a much 
better finish on the concrete slabs was 
obtained than would, have been possible 
with conventional form plywood.

In compiling this cost analysis the com- 
pany has in all instances tried to use 
conventional materials that would give it 
the same quality results as have been 
obtained by the use of plastics. 

This cost analysis also revealed that, 
although there was a great use of custom 
built plastics, the unit cost per square 
foot was only slightly greater than with 
conventional materials. 


STAFFORDSHIRE SCHOOLS 
20 Projects Planned 


SCHOOL BUILDING projects approved by the 
Minister of Education under Staffordshire 
education committee’s 1959-60 major build- 
ing programme will cost well in excess of 
£1,500,000. In the reserve programme there 
are 11 other projects estimated at a gross 
figure of £733,850. 

In the programme, which has been 
accepted by the Ministry, are 20 projects. 
The largest single one is for Brownhills 
(Shire Oak) where a three-form entry instal- 
ment of a five-form entry grammar-technical 
school providing 612 places is proposed at a 
cost of £184,800. 

A three-form entry grammar school at 
Blythe Bridge, providing the same number 
of places will cost £177,700. 

At Wednesfield a three-form entry instal- 
ment (less two classrooms) of a five-form 
entry secondary modern school will -cost 
£148,700 and extension of Tipton Grammar 
School to a five-form entry grammar- 
technical school will cost £150,000. 

Other projects in the main programme in 
excess of £100,000 are a secondary modern 
school at Sedgeley Park (£159,300) and Sum- 
merhill, Brierley Hill secondary modern 
school (£108,800). Extensions to Stafford 
girls’ high school will cost £70,000, and at 
Rowley Regis (Grace Mary) a one-form 
entry infants and junior school is estimated 
at £47,400 and provides 280 places. 

A one-form entry junior instalment of an 
infants’ and junior school at Doxey, Stafford, 
with 190 places is estimated at £32,200. 

Other projects in the programme are at 
Curborough-road, Lichfield (infants and 
junior school); Wood End, Wednesfield; 
Hateley Heath, Wednesbury (instalment of 
infants’ and junior school); Bradley, Bilston 
(infants); and Endon secondary modern (ex- 
tensions). The Ministry has put the Hateley 
Heath project in the 1958-59 programme. 

The largest single project in the reserve 
programme is an instalment of a secondary 
modern school, estimated at £150,200 at 
Streetly, followed by a two-form entry in- 
stalment of a five-form entry technical- 
grammar school at Darlaston (£127,400).

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LAW REPORTS 
Architects Awarded Costs in 
Alleged ‘Breach of Duty’ Case 


High Court. Before Mr. Justice Slade. 
Hasker and Hall vy. Johnson. 


[8 a High Court action on June 26 by 

a firm of architects claiming payment 
of £300 as fees for professional services 
rendered, Mr. Justice Slade had to decide 
whether the architects were in breach of 
duty in informing a successful builder ‘ten- 
dering for the erection of a house the 
amounts of the other tenders—which were 
higher—before the builder signed a binding 
contract. 

The judge held that there was no breach 
ef duty and entered judgment for Mr. 
Frederick Leslie Hasker and Mr. Ruthven 
Oliphant Hall, architects, of Welbeck- 
street, W., for £300, with costs, against Mr. 
Eric T. Johnson, of Moor Hall, Ninfield, 
Sussex, who engaged them. 

Plaintiff's case was that they contracted 
with Mr. Johnson in 1955 to prepare plans 
and specifications and receive tenders for 
the erection of a house in the grounds of 
Moor Hall. Messrs. S. A. Webb and Sons, 
builders, submitted the lowest tender of 
£6,305, but subsequently withdrew it and 
the work was abandoned. 

The defence was that in alleged breach 
of duty Mr. Hall, before making any bind- 
ing contract with Messrs. Webb informed 
them of the amounts of other tenders, which 
were much higher. They refused to con- 
tract at the amount of their tender, and 
in consequence the plaintiffs’ services were 
valueless. 

Defendant counterclaimed for damages. 

Plaintiffs denied breach of duty. 

Giving judgment, Mr. Justice SLADE said 
four builders tendered for the contract; 
Webb’s, at £6,305, was the lowest, and the 
next lowest was £7,463, £1,158 higher than 
Webb’s. The other two tenders were for 
£8,221 and £8,815. 

Mr. Hall thought Webb’s might have 
made an estimating mistake, and he got in 
touch with Webb’s asking if this was so. 
The dogmatic reply from Webb’s was that 
‘they never made mistakes.’ 

It was defendants’ case that the plaintiffs 
should have gone no further than that and 
that Mr. Hall, in subsequently informing 
Webb's by letter, of the amount of the other 
tenders, they were in breach of duty. 

His lordship said he had had the advant- 
age of hearing the evidence of Mr. Duncan 
Scott, FRIBA, and other professional wit- 
nesses of similar standing, and he was satis- 
fied that it was a custom or practice in the 
profession in certain circumstances to dis- 
close the amounts of tenders to competing 
tenderers. 

It was in the interest of all parties to 
have a satisfied builder making a reasonable 
profit margin, and it had been said that in 
the end one usually got more or less what 
one paid for. 

There had been no evidence from Mr. 
Webb as to why he had withdrawn his 
tender, but he informed Mr. Hall, four 
days after the amounts of the other tenders 
had been disclosed to him, that there had 
been a discrepancy of £673 in his tender, 
due to a £250 figure being added instead of 
subtracted and a mistake of £173 having 
been made in the estimate for drainage. 


Holding that there had been no breach of 
duty by plaintiffs and dismissing defendants’ 
counterclaim for damages, with costs, the 
judge said; ‘I think it is a perfectly proper 
and reasonable custom to disclose tenders 
to the unsuccessful tenderers so they may 
reconsider their commitments, allocation of 
plant, etc. I think it is equally reasonable 
to disclose the tenders to the successful ten- 
derer so he may check his estimates and 
see that he has not made a mistake.’ 


Judges Differ in Damages Claim 


Court of Appeal. Before Lords Justices 
Hodson, Sellers and Morris. Walsh v. 
Holst and Co., Ltd. 


(THREE judges in the Court of Appeal on 

July 1 disagreed over whether a 67- 
year-old man should recover damages for 
injuries he suffered when he was struck on 
the head by a brick when passing a building 
under reconstruction. 

Lords Justices Hodson and Sellers held 
that the building contractors had taken a 
reasonable precautions to prevent injury to 
passers-by. But Lord Justice Morris 
thought they had not taken enough care, 
having a special responsibility with buildings 
adjoining the highway. Leave was given to 
appeal to the House of Lords. 

The court dismissed an appeal by Mr. 
John Walsh, children’s traffic warden, of 
Guide-square, Blackburn, from a judgment 
of Mr. Justice Gorman at Manchester 
Assizes dismissing his claim for damages for 
personal injuries. 

The accident occurred on September 16, 
1955, when he was walking past a four-storey 
building in Back Darwen-street, Blackburn. 

Mr. Walsh alleged negligence by Holst 
and Company, Ltd., building contractors, of 
Victoria-street, London, SW, who were 
doing reconstruction work on the building, 
and a sub-contractor, Mr. L. Crossman, who 
was doing bricklaying work. He also sued 
the owners and occupiers of the building, 
North-Western Electricity Board, alleging 
that they were liable for the negligence of 
the contractors. The allegations were 
denied by the Board and Holst and Co. 
Mr. Crossman entered no defence and took 
no part in the trial or the appeal. 

Giving judgment, Lorp Justice Hopson 
said no one knew why the brick fell, but 
Mr. Walsh claimed that his accident was 
prima facie evidence of negligence. Mr. 
Justice Gorman had dealt with the case on 
the footing that defendants had proved they 
had taken all reasonable steps to prevent 
injury to persons using the highway. 

The building had been a_ generating 
station and was to be turned into offices. 
The existing window apertures were enlarged 
by Holst and Co., and Mr. Crossman 
bricked up the openings to take the new 
windows. The contractors used tarpaulin 
sheeting to keep brickwork from falling out 
and posted a man in the road to warn 
passers-by of danger. An apron extended 
outwards from ‘the scaffolding for about 
five feet, to catch falling debris. 

There was no suggestion that scaffolding 
with better protection could have been 
devised. There was still the possibility of 
bricks ricocheting over the apron off the 
scaffolding through the unwired space, but 
it was remote. 

Precautions were taken in that after the 
men had finished with the wall they made 
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sure there were no loose bricks in the win- 
dow openings. The system of inspection 
was proved to the satisfaction of the trias 
judge. 

Lorp Justice Hopson said he agreed with 
the judge that defendants had discharged 
the burden on them to prove they had taken 
all reasonable precautions to prevent injury 
to users of the highway. 

Lorp Justice SELLERS, agreeing, said that 
to hold the defendants liable would be, in 
effect, to make them insurers of the plain- 
tiff’s safety and to make them as liable as 
they would have been if they had not taken 
their elaborate precautions. 

Lorp Justice Morris, in a dissenting 
judgment, said he would allow the appeal. 

When the Board decided to have work 
done which involved cutting away parts of 
a wall, and which might cause bricks to be 
in an insecure position above the highway, 
they became under a clear duty to take care 
to avoid risks of injury to passers-by. 

A falling brick might easily cause a death 
or would very likely cause grave injuries. 
No evidence had been given whether any 
inspection of bricks took place after the 
last breaking-out operation. It was not 
known whose duty it was to examine the 
scaffolding to see whether any bricks were 
lodging. A proper inspection should have 
revealed any insecurely supported brick. 

In his lordship’s judgment liability had 
been established against Holst’s and the 
Board. 


KITCHEN SINK DESIGN 
Results of BSFA Competition 


ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-TWO entries 
were received in response to the competition 
for kitchen sinks recently sponsored by the 
British Sanitary Fireclay Association. The 
purpose of this competition was to stimulate 
an interest in the use of firecldy and to 
encourage new ideas in sink design, with 
which fireclay is commonly associated. The 
assessors—Messrs. R. V. Cooper, D. L. 
Medd and G. K. Timperley—say in their 
report that the industry should be com- 
mended for providing this fillip to sink 
design, with which enterprise and imagina- 
tion are not usually associated. 

In making their awards, the report con- 
tinues, the assessors departed from the 
announced distribution of prizes in order 
that the awards should relate as closely as 
possible to the merits of the designs sub- 
mitted. No really outstanding design was 
received, and few of those submitted could 
be put into production witheut considerable 
amendment. 

However, the assessors were not only 
looking for blue-prints but also ideas, and 
while most of the awards were given for 
practical and sensible solutions—provided 
they made some advance on current 
standards—others have been made for 
imaginative ideas which offered the germ of 
something useful and interesting. Accord- 
ing to this policy nine awards have been 
made as follows:—

An Inset Wall Fire 


NEW electric fire with a cast-iron fascia 
has been introduced by Allied Iron- 
founders Ltd., 28 Brook-street, London, W1. 
It is called the * Belford’ and is designed for 
inset wall mounting with a back box which 
can be precast into the tile wall or slab. The 





fire is controlled by two tumbler switches 
mounted on the face plate and is available 
in 1kW or 2kW models. A semi-insert model 
will soon be produced with a similar speci- 
fication apart from the depth, which will be 
reduced from 4in. to 2in. 


Communications on Site 


An intercommunication set specially de- 
signed for use in the building industry has 
been introduced by Labgear Ltd., Willow- 
place, Cambridge. Known as the E5118 


transistorised inter-com. unit, it is designed 
for two-way communication where electricity 
is not available. The equipment is entirely 
self-contained and consists of two units. One 
unit, the master unit, is designed to be 
located in the foreman’s or builder’s hut and 
the slave unit is designed to be tied by the 
handle to any suitable projection in the 
building where required. The only connec- 
tion between the two is one twin lead which 
may be twin electrical flexible as used for 
portable lights, etc. Long life batteries are 
fitted in both units and the whole outfit is 
designed for rough handling, especially the 
slave unit which may be subject to adverse 
weather conditions. The-units are fitted with 
the minimum of controls and may be oper- 
ated easily by anyone. The only control on 
the slave unit is a press switch for calling the 
master unit. All other controls are on the 
master unit thus leaving the operator with 
both hands free, at the slave unit, whilst a 
conversation is being carried on. 


High Speed Water Heater 

A new water heater, the ‘Double Two,” 
produced by the General Electric Co. Ltd., 
Magnet House, Kingsway, WC2, has a two- 
gallon capacity and a 2kW loading. Because 
of the fast-heating, thermostatically con- 
trolled element the hot water output is 
equivalent to a heater with much greater 
storage capacity; the two gallons being 
heated from cold in 18 minutes. For small 
power wiring an alternative loading of 
1.2kW is available, this heats from cold in 
30 minutes. The heater can be connected to 
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the water mains or to a cold water tank. 
The inner tank of the heater is lagged with 
glass fibre and the heater is controlled by a 
full-length rod thermostat. The dial is clearly 
marked so that the temperature can be set 
during installation. The heater is supplied 
as standard with a 9in. spout, although longer 
spouts can be supplied at extra cost, and it 
can be connected with the tap on the right 
or left. The heater body hangs on two screws. 


The Jointing of Tubes 


The 1958 edition of the Prestex Cata- 
logue—a comprehensive review of the com- 
pression joints available for jointing copper 
and plastics tubes—has just been published 
by Peglers, Ltd. It is in four sections—joints 
made for use with light copper tubes; for 
underground copper tubes; for both light 
and heavy plastics tubes and a range of 
gunmetal fittings for use with copper tubing, 
which have been specially produced for use 
in areas where the nature of the water is 
harmful to fittings made from common 
brass.

‘Topping Out’ Ceremony 

‘A tribute to British workmen’ was the 
theme of a ‘Topping Out’ ceremony held 
by Tersons Ltd., the main contractors, at 
Eastbourne-terrace, Paddington, on July 9. 
The ceremony was to mark the completion 
of the firms 205 ft. high 18-storey tower 
block, claimed to be the tallest office build- 
ing in the United Kingdom.

OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION 


Purchase Tax Exemption for 
Gas Burning Furnaces for Central 
Heating 


THe Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
tabled an amendment to the Finance Bill 
now before Parliament, the effect of which 
will be to exempt from purchase tax gas 
burning furnaces for central heating systems, 
whether or not incorporating electric 
fans or electric pumps or both, but 
not otherwise electrically operated, the 
following: (a) water boilers, but not includ- 
ing appliances of an output less than 30,000 
British thermal units per hour; (b) appliances 
supplied with a system of ducting and de- 
signed only for the transmission of heated 
air through such ducting to two or more 
rooms simultaneously. 

Subject to Parliamentary approval, this 
exemption will apply to goods which are 
delivered on sale or appropriated to retail 
trade or other taxable purposes on or after 
July 17. In the case of sales by registered 
to unregistered persons the alterations apply 
to goods actually despatched on or after 
July 17, irrespective of the date when the 
goods were ordered or invoiced. It is not 
open to registered persons to take back 
goods which they have sold to their un- 
registered customers or appropriated to their 
own retail branches, and claim credit for 
the tax in respect of them with a view to 
their re-delivery as exempt goods.

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‘PLAN FOR MAURITIUS’ 


£15,750,000 Programme for Island 


[RRIGATION schemes, agricultural ex- 

perimental stations, power supplies and 
tourism are among the fields of activity now 
being opened up under a new £15,750,000 
Capital Expenditure Programme which has 
been launched by the Mauritius Government 
for the social and economic development of 
this sugar-producing island in the Southern 
Indian Ocean. It is called ‘A Plan for 
Mauritius’ and covers a five-year period, 
1957-62. 

“The most important single social and 
economic problem,” says the report, ‘is the 
increase in population.’ On the basic assump- 
tion that the population will continue to in- 
crease at about the present rate, the pro- 
gramme formulates six main objectives: 

(a) to initiate projects which will in- 
crease the productivity of the land, so that 
it can support a larger population; 

(b) to develop new industries which will 
provide employment and will also either 
earn overseas capital for expenditure on 
internal development or save overseas 
expenditure; 

(c) to foster existing industries so that 
they can expand, mainly in the field of 
food production, thus producing more 
food for more people and saving expendi- 
ture on imported food; 

(d) to strengthen the basic network of 
communications and power supplies so 
that greater economic activity will not be 
impeded by transport or power limitations; 

(e) to enable a greater number of men, 
women and children to enjoy the services 
which the present population enjoys, and 
at a higher level; 

(f) to make administration more efficient 
so that it can cope with the complex prob- 
lems of a developing society. 

The report describes the background 
against which the plan is framed; the finan- 
cial implications; and the phasing and 
balance of the programme. Each part is then 
discussed, detailing the main lines of ex- 
penditure proposed. 


Expansion of Industry 

Intensification of economic activity by 
Government action will be mainly directed 
to the expansion of the primary producing 
industries. Examples of this are to be found 
in the agricultural programme and under the 
public works programme which includes a 
big expansion of irrigation works. 

A Cadastral Survey of the whole island 
is planned to provide detailed information 
of land ownership and use, and a basis for a 
system of registration of title. Self-suffi- 
ciency in timber within 25 to 30 years is the 
ultimate aim in forest development. 

The Works and Communications section 
of the programme describes the plans for 
accelerating the supply of irrigation water 
to areas which could thereby greatly increase 
their agricultural output. A survey of under- 
ground reserves is in hand to which the 
Government will contribute financially. 

The harbour at Port Louis will be greatly 
improved by the extension of existing quays, 
by the construction of more lighterage 
berths, and by the provision of improved 
Customs and warehouse facilities, at an esti- 
mated cost of about £560,000. 

With the much more intensive develop- 


ment of every part of the island under the 
Programme it is essential that economic 
activity should not be handicapped by in- 
adequate communications. Nearly £1,750,000 
will be spent on road works. 

Nearly £im., the bulk of the allocation 
for health and social services, goes in ex- 
penditure on the Medical and Health Ser- 
vice which needs to expand to meet the 
requirements of the growing population. The 
main effort planned is in two directions— 
specialist facilities and extensions to existing 
general hospital services. Over £1,750,000 is 
to be spent on education. 

According to the report the programme 
recommended includes a very large amount 
of building work. By far the greatest part 
of that work consists in the construction of 
numbers of buildings of the same basic type. 
The educational programme, for example, 
provides for the construction of 25 one- 
stream, 17 two-stream and seven three-stream 
primary schools, for well over 100. additional 
classrooms for existing schools, many new 
handicraft centres and servants quarters. The 
police programme includes provision for a 
large number of houses and stations, or 
houses and stations combined. The posts 
and telegraphs programme provides for the 
construction of many new post offices, the 
medical programme for 17 new dispensaries, 
and the public assistance programme for 
several new public assistance offices. 

The report stresses that there should be 
maximum standardisation of building types 
and fittings, and that since several buildings 
would have to be built in the same town, 
village or locality, they should be built at 
the same time, on the same site. 

‘In Mauritius,” the report continues, ‘in 
contrast to many other countries at a similar 
stage of development, the bulk of construc- 
tion work for the Government is done by 
contract rather than by direct labour. This 
has considerable advantages, in that local 
contractors have thereby been able to build

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up their concerns, and the amount of con- 
tracting capacity for construction work 
available in Mauritius is in fact very im- 
pressive. But commercial contractors are 
first and foremost commercial firms, and 
only secondly contractors. That is to say, 
their work must be closely supervised to 
ensure that it matches the specifications laid 
down by the architect, and that no attempt 
to increase profits by the skimping of work 
or the use of inferior materials is made. 

‘It is essential that the Government should 
take steps, in a commercial operation, to 
contend with the usual and quite legitimate 
commercial risks. Unfortunately, skilled 
supervisors are rare in Mauritius, and 
although the ability of the Government to 
exact value for its money will be enhanced 
by the proposal that private achitects should 
be hired by the Government to supervise 
those works which are beyond the capacity 
of the architect’s department, it can by no 
means be assumed that the security will be 
complete. It is therefore necessary to estab- 
lish some arrangement whereby contractors 
will be subject to some form of self discipline 
—that is to say, that automatic checks should 
be applied. 


Approved Contractors 


* An efficacious system‘which has been em- 
ployed elsewhere is for the Government to 
draw up a list of approved contractors, and 
for each of those contractors to have an 
equal chance of securing Government con- 
tracts. Careful watch should be kept on the 
work performed by each contractor, and if 
it is found that in a single instance a con- 
tractor has failed to discharge the contract 
satisfactorily, he should be suspended from 
the Government list for a period depending 
upon the extent to which he has failed to 
match requirements. 

* Each contractor will be given at least one 
opportunity to show his ability, but must 
be subject to penalty if he fails to give satis- 
faction. Since the capital expenditure pro- 
gramme cin only be accomplished if the 
total contractual capacity available in Mauri- 
tius is utilised to the full, the list of approved 
contractors can, at the beginning, include 
any contractor who applies for inclusion. 

‘A further loophole through which Gov- 
ernment funds can drain in the course of 
the execution of the programme is that typi- 
fied by level tendering, whether for materials, 
equipment, or works. Level tendering indi- 
cates the existence of arrangements entered 
into by rings of contractors who by mutual 
agreement decide not to compete, but to fix 
a common price for the contract and compel 
Government to pay that price, by depriving 
it of any alternative way of getting the work 
done or the materials and equipment sup- 
plied. The Government has at hand very 
powerful weapons to counter such activities. 

‘The Government’s reply to price fixing 
in this field will be to accept a few weeks 
delay as the cost of breaking the ring. So 
far as building works are concerned, the 
answer to level tendering is direct labour, 
which may be initially more costly, but 
which will if sustained long enough, even at 
the expense of some projects, eventually 
achieve its object of stimulating competition 
among contractors.”

From Our Own Correspondents 


ARGENTINE.—The National Energy 
Commission in their last report to the Pro- 
visional Government said that capital was 
lacking to carry out necessary. power 
developments, and recommended _ that, 
whilst existing nationalised enterprises 
should remain undisturbed, foreign capital 
should be allowed to enter and play a 
natural development réle as it had done to 
Argentina’s benefit at the turn of the cen- 
tury. 


DENMARK.—The HC Orsted Power 
Station is expected to be extended over a 
six-year period. The proposal is that just 
over £2m. will be spent. The work is to 
be put out to selective tendering. No in- 
formation is available on the proposed in- 
crease in capacity. In Vestmanhavn the 
present works are being extended at a cost 
wf about £100,000 which is to be spent 
mostly on building a tunnel; it is reported 
that two new power stations are planned 
for next year at a cost of £Im. . . . Thors- 
havn harbour in the Faroes is to be ex- 
tended again at a cost of nearly £1m. 


NEW ZEALAND.—The University of 
‘New Zealand. grants committee has pre- 
sented the Government with a plan to spend 
£10m. on buildings in the next ten years. 
The population in New Zealand universi- 
ties—now slightly more than 10,000—would 
double by 1964, said the chairman of the 
grants committee, Dr. G. A. Currie, in 
Christchurch recently. . . . The Government 
has approved in principle the construction 
of a new aerodrome at Rotorua, to be built 
on the lakeside at Rotokawa. . . . National 
Housing Council met recently at Welling- 
ton. It comprises representatives of all sec- 
tions of the building industry, local authori- 
ties and architects, financial institutions and 
women’s organisations. Mr. W. Fox, the 
Minister of Housing, said that the Govern- 
ment intended to step-up the State housing 
programme—first by aiming at a target of 
2,200 houses by the end of next March and 
by making more loan money available for 
private home buildings. . . . The Minister 
vf Customs, Mr. R. Boord, has asked the 
New Zealand Board of Trade to begin 
immediately a comprehensive investigation 
into the supply of building materials, 
whether from home or abroad. The 
Minister has asked the Board of Trade to 
bear in mind the shortage of overseas ex- 
change, and to refer specially to the replace- 
ment of imported building materials by 
those of comparable quality which can be 
produced in New Zealand. 





Canadian Agencies Offered 

Building Materials (British), Ltd., Marine 
Building, Vancouver, British Columbia, in- 
vite technical information, export prices, 
specifications, etc., from firms engaged in 
the production of woodwool. The firm, 
whose president is Mr. W. E. Shepherd, 
state in a letter that there is a need for new 
roofing materials in Vancouver. Cedar 
shingles and asphalt shingles are in use but 
have disadvantages in the climatic condi- 
tions. Aluminium shingles would be satis- 


factory, they think, provided they could be 
treated against sea air corrosion and cost 
did not exceed $10 per square. Owing to 
the smiall scantling of roof framings it is 
impracticable to use clay or concrete tiles 
or slates. 

Mr, C. R. Vinycomb, quantity surveyor, 
who recently emigrated to Vancouver, 
writes that he would be glad to act as agent 
for British building materials for which 
there is, he says, a considerable potential in 
British Columbia.

West African Road Contract 


A contract valued at £497,470 has been 
awarded to Costain (West Africa) for the 
construction of the Kumba-Mbonge road 
for the Southern Cameroons Government. 
The road will be more than 30 miles long 
and cut through uncultivated bush country. 

Included in the contract is the construc- 
tion of 26 bridges—25 of reinforced concrete 
and one consisting of two 100 ft. spans in 
trussed steel which crosses the river Meme. 
Preliminary works are in hand and work on 
the road, which will take 24 years to com- 
plete, is expected to start in the dry season. 


Australian Housing Loans 


In a recent statement on Housing Agree- 
ment Allocations for 1958-59 the Austra- 
lian Minister for National Development, 
Senator the Hon. W. H. Spooner, said that 
the Governmental borrowing programme of 
£210m. approved by the Loan Council for 
1958-59 includes £35.81m. for the States 
for housing under the Housing Agreement, 
1956. This is an increase of £2.65m. on the 
1957-58 total. The 1958-59 housing advance 
will bring the total amount made available 
by the Commonmealth in the first three 
years of operation of the Housing Agree- 
ment to £10im. and the total since the 
Second World War under the present and 
previous Agreements to £341m.
